TIic Col«I Wave. 
?AN FRANCISCO, January 19.b.—A heavy 
norther is blowing. The bay is very rough, 
aad much damage exprcted among the ship­ 
ping along the northern water front. Brown’s 
wnarf was swept away. Toe scow schooner 
Wavelet, lying at section one of the seawall, 
has her sid ; stove in. A scow caprized along­ 
side the ship Raglan Castle, and wph her 
cargo of 250 tons of iron sunk. At Union 
s'reet wharf the steam schooner Eater Gobts 
was badly damaged. Many ships are chafing 
badly. Ño damage yet reported to the sea 
wall. The weather is piercing cold. 
Y reka, January 19;K—Extreme cold 
weacher prevailed last uight and tc-day, witu 
prospects of still colder to-night. The mer­ 
cury stood at 7° to 8° abave zero this morning 
in town, and was down to 6° bel »w at s» me 
points in the country towaids Mount Shasta 
and other high mountains. 
Emigrant G a p, January 19 h.—This is 
the coldest snap of tie seasor, the ther­ 
mometer marking 6° above zero. 
I one, January 19 h.—W e have experienced 
a regular norths estern blizzard beie today, 
the water freezing nearly all day, and tho 
thermometer staudiug at sundown at 21° 
above zero. 
Elmiba(Solano county), .lanutry 19-h.—A 
hard wind-storm has prevailed here lor about 
twelve nours. The large grain warehouse of 
N .than Seheeline haB heeB blowu down, but 
there is little or no graio in it. 
Rio V ista, January 19;h.—The severest 
and coldest norther experienced here for 
several years is blowing to-day. 
S an J ose, January 19:h.—To-day was the 
coldest and most disagreeable doy that old 
citizens remember in this section. A pierc­ 
ing north wind has been blowing all day, dry- 
irg rut every vestige of surface moisture. 
The barometer indicates dry weather. 
W alla W alla (W . T ), January 19th.— 
The weather ccntiuu-'s very cold. The ther­ 
mometer stood at 12° helow zero lsst night. 
Tha barometer has bttn higher than ever be­ 
fore known. There are tigrs of a change, in 
a siivhtly clouded sky and falling barometer. 
A man whose name is unknown froze to death 
on the Bine Mouutains a i w days ago, 
L ew iston (Idaho), January 19th.—The 
tht rmuineter marked 14* below zero this morn­ 
ing at this place. 
E ureka (Nev ), January 19:h.—An in­ 
tensely cold wave prevails from the north, 
l'nis n.orniog at 7 o’clock the thermometer 
registered 7° below zero, at noon 10° below, 
at 6 this evening 19° below. This is the o ld ­ 
est weather ever recorded here. The cold 
appears to be general through >at Nevada, 
»od it is feared wi;l prove a death blow to 
much of the stock. 
S alt L ake, January 1 9 :h—The U nion 
Pacific train from the East, due at Ogden at 
5 o’clock this evening, is tiltsen hours late, 
and no connection was made wi'h the Centra! 
Pacific. The delay is attributed to the in­ 
tense cold which extends along the entire 
lire from Ogdsu to Omaha. In Salt Lake 
this morning it was 8° below zero. To-night 
it is about the same. Iu the northern por­ 
tion of the Territory, around B-ar Lakp, it 
has ranged from 16° to 20° below z-ro. It is 
the coldest weather experienced in the Terri­ 
tory siuceits settlement, 
lasolvcrt Mining Companies—'The Com- 
stoek I.mle- Judgment Obtained. 
S an F rancisco, January 19.h.—The Red 
Cloud, Noonday and North N-ronday Mining 
Companies to-day fihd petitions in insol­ 
vency. The cause assigned is toe expanse of 
working. 
The whole Comstock lode at to day’s quo­ 
tations was worth about two and a half 
millions. 
In Department One of the Superior Court 
to-day the city and county of Siu Franci c> 
obtained judgimnt against, the Spring V_ll-y 
Water Company for §154,000, the amount of 
ci'y and c» unt.v taxes on the franchise f . r the 
fiscal year 1880-81, together with five per 
cent peoaity and two p’r cent per month 
interest. The compauy disputed the assess­ 
ment o* the gr-uod that a mortgage ol 87,­ 
000.000 had not be.m deiuciei from the as­ 
sessed value. 
lire Case cf San Joaquin County vs. lire 
Central Pacific Railroad. 
S an F rancisco, January 19th.—The Su­ 
preme Court in bank to-day heard arguments 
iu the case rf San Joaquín county against 
the Central Facitic Railroad, on appeal from 
the Superior Court of San Joaqma county. 
The suit was brought in 1878, to compel de­ 
fendants, Stanford, HuLticgton, Crocker, 
and successors of Maik Hcpktts. to account 
to defendaut corporation, • f which plaintiff 
claims tj be a stockholder, f or various alb god 
fraudulent misappropri.tions if c rpjrate 
i roperty. The Court below hold that plaint­ 
iff was not a stockholder, and gave judgment 
for defei dauts. 
Crsnd Army o f Hie Republic. 
S an F ra n c isc o , January 19th.—The Grand 
Army of the Republic, Department of Gilt- 
fornia, commenced its annual encam pm ent, 
today. To-morrow evening a bm qictw ill 
be given in honor of the visitiDg comrades. 
Net Government Money. 
S an F rancisco. January 19th.—The United 
Stains Grand Jury, which investigated the 
peculiar financial transactions between Rev. 
Dr. Cox, the Pension Agent, and Thomas J. 
Hil', tha blird and paralytic veteran, has ;g- 
nored the bill by a vote of 9 to 14, on toe 
ground that it wjb not Government money. 
Nitro Glycerine 
Explosion—Two 
Men 
Killed. 
O ak land, January 19th.—A t 4 o'clock 
Thursday aftr rnoon an explosion occurreJ at 
the acid works fiv9 miles from San Pablo, on 
the Sobrante. Two Portuguese were killed, 
One is supposed to have dropped a bucket of 
nitro glycerine, which i xplcded and blew the 
man to atoms. The concussion caused an 
exoloai- n of nitro-g’ycsrine iu a tark, on 
w’nich another man, named Manuel, w as sit­ 
ting. He was so injured that he died during 
the afternoon. 
lire Dt-faalUitg Deputy Andltor of Ala­ 
meda Co only. 
O ak land, January 19 h —The preliminary 
examination of Maro P. Day, the defaulting 
Deputy Auditor, on one charge of forgery, 
was begun in the Police Court this morning. 
The defendant sat by the side of his father 
in the Court-room, apparently the most un­ 
concerned person in the Court-room. Every 
seat irsida the bar was occupied, and the 
lobby, jury-box, and even the prisoners’ deck, 
were fi led with interested spectators. At 
the conclusion of the examination the Court 
held the defendant to answer on nine charges 
of forgery, with 83 000 bail in each ca-e, 
amouming to 827,000 in *11. Defendant's at­ 
torneys ashed that a etna! er bail might be 
paid, but the Court reiused to make any re­ 
duction.A Profitable Hunting Trip.

F resno, .lannary 19.h.—Patrick Biggins, 
convicted of m urder iu the second degree for 
killing Christian Alexander, was to-day sen­ 
tenced by -Tadgc Holmes to im prisonm ent in 
the State Prison for thirty-five yeats, 
Unknown Man Found Dead. 
S an Jose, January 19 :b.—The deadbdy 
o; a man was found od a side hid a short dis­ 
tance from the village of Evergreen, about 
seven miles east of this city, to day, and 
brought to the Morgue. Tha laet seen of the 
man alive was near Evergreen Inst Friday 
afternoon. I is clearly a case of suicide. 
Between ids feet wss found a small sicele- 
barreled pistol, silver-plated. He rhot him­ 
self in the mouth, and the ball passed out at 
the top of tbs head. He is apparently a 
Swede, about 24 yeirs of sge, about five feet 
nine inches in fcieh', and weighs about 150 


pounds. 
He has a fair cwnplexi-n, light 
eves, dark brown hair and a light mustache. 
The only fcff-cts Lut'd < n his ptrson were a 
pocket-knife and a bunch of keys, and the 
pistol. The time for holding the inquest has 
not been fixed.

Salt L ake, January 19.h.—A shocking 
case of ciuelty was discovered yesterday in 
this city by a physician who was called to at­ 
tend an old woman named Davie, who, in 
pursuing her son uti stairs with a hatchet, was 
knocked dowr, falling the full length of the 
stairs. The doctor having occasion to go into 
a back ro -m, saw an object stretched on the 
bed, which on inve<tigation proved to be a 
girl 11 years old, who was tied to the bed 
with ropes. She was at cnee relieved, and 
being in a starving condition was furnished 
food by the doctor. The son accused the 
mother of the fiendish act, and the mother ac­ 
cused the son of attempting to starve the 
girl in this cruel manner, The aff dr Í3 being 
investigated. 
OREGON. 
Disastrous Fire in Portland. 
P ortland, January 19th.—At 4 o’clock 
this morning a fire broke out in Corbett k 
MacLeay’s wholesale grocery store,below Ash 
street, runniug through from Front to First, 
and destroyed the establishment. The store 
of Knspp, Burrell k Co., on the south, and 
Fleischner, Mayer & Co., on the north, nar­ 
rowly escaped destruction, and both suffered 
some damage by smoke and water. Corbett 
k M vLea> s less is 8170.000; insurance, 
8140,000. At the saíne time a fire broke out 
in a fiamo range ou Oak street, two blocks 
away, and the engines on the way to answer 
(hi alarm stooped at this fire, not knowing 
of the more disastrous one at Corbett k Mae- 
Lesv’s. The total loss of both fires is about 
§200,000.

The Arabic sailed Thursday for China

Terribly Severe Weather. 
Om aha, January 19th.—Yesterday’s snow­ 
storm was general throughout Nebraska, 
lasting all day, the sn«w falling to an average 
depth of fcur or five inches. It ceased snow- 
irg early in the evening, when a high wind 
started up, drifting the snow badly. The 
weather grew very cold curing the night, and 
a tü o ’c¡»ck this morning the mercury indi­ 
cated‘26° below z-ro. Duricg th6 middle of 
the day it was 16° below zero, and it is filling 
again this evening. It is the coldest snap 
known here in many years. The cold wave 
came from the west. It is exceedingly cold 
along the whole line of the Union Pacific. 
Toe » ff ct of Ihe storm on the railroads was 
not nearly so severe as anticipated. The 
Union Pacific road is clear oi snow, and 
trains arrived and departed as usual to day, 
with the exc-ption of being three or four 
hours late, caused by wairiug for delayed 
trains connected with tha Union Pacific, ex­ 
cept the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
and Wabash. The trains from the east to­ 
night aro all more or less late. The B. and 
M. system in Nebraska is ali clear except 
between Hardy and Wymore, on the southern 
division oi the Chicago, Minneapolis, St. Paul 
and Omaha R ulroad. The Missouri Pacific 
express, which left here last night for St. 
L ouIp, got s:uck in a snowbank five miles 
south ot Papiltion, and there took the Union 
Pacific train back. Travel is more or lees in­ 
terrupted on the Missouri Pacific. All the 
roads will probably be entirely clear again 
te-morrow. 
Y ankton (D. T.), Jsnnary 19;h.—A bliz­ 
zard and severe c id weather has prevailed 
for twenty-four hours. The thermometer 
marks 22° below ziro. 
D enver, January 19th.—Extrema cold 
weather prevails here. The thermometer 
registers 13° bslow zero. Mountain towns 
report the cold moat intense. At Georgetown 
it is 26° btlow zero—the coldest ever known 
there. 
St. P aul (Minn.), January 19.h.—During 
111; greater pert of last night and a portion 
of to-day the her lest snow-storm of the win­ 
ter prevailed. with guets of wind and consid­ 
erable drifting. The railroads experience 
considerable difficulty. Thus far the trunk 
lines have managed to keep their trains 
nine, though some of them were considera­ 
bly delayed. The branch lines have suffered 
more. 
Cedar R a pid s (Is.). January 19:h.—In 
this city to-day the thermometer marked 20° 
below zero. 
The Confetis for Senatorsbfps.

The other votes 
were scattering. 
D etroit (Mich.), January 19.h —The sec­ 
ond ballot for Senator to-day resulted the 
same as the first, except a change in the scat­ 
tering vote. Ferry received 52. 
Hoar's Election—Forgery C harged. 
B oston, January 18:h.—A private dis­ 
patch from Washington indicates that a for­ 
gery was committed which resulted in the 
election of Senator Hoar. There was pub­ 
lished tc-iay an alleged «if pitch from Con­ 
gressman Crapo, which was circulated among 
his supporters in the Legislature, to the tff ct 
that those who voted for him and his frienls 
should vote for Hoar. An iutimatiou to this 
* ffsot ia an evening paper caused much com­ 
ment, and it is now known that Crapo never 
sent out or authorized such a dispatch. 
Wa sh in g t o n, January 19:h.—Referring to 
the statemeut contrived in a Boston news 
item last night, to the (fleet that Uoai’s se­ 
curing the vote of Crap» men was ths result 
of a forgery, the National Republican this 
m rcing publishes au interview with Crapo, 
obtriued at 2:30, in which he bbjs: “ I clid 
not know there was to be ar.y meeting of my 
friends. I have not scon any Boston papen', 
aDd do not kmw the nature of the dispatco 
alluded to. 
I sent several dispatches.” 
‘'B u ',” said the reporter, “ did you send a 
dispatch requesting your frier.ds to vote for 
H oar?” “ No,” auswered Crapo, “ I sent no 
such dispatch.” 
B oston, January 19,h—Furthtr investiga­ 
tion of the alleged forgery of the dispatch or 
letter from Crapo announcing his withdrawal 
from the Senatorial contest shows that no 
actual telegram or letter from Crapo was 
shown ; he"c; there was no fi rgcry, as stated 
in last uiiht’s dispatches. There is no ques­ 
tion, however, of the fa»t that a statement 
was circulated at the State-house that such a 
communication had been receiv-d, and it was 
generally believed. 
Hoar's Certificate Signed. 
B oston, January 19th.—Governor Butler 
signed the certificate of election of H u r 86 
Senator this afternoon, and the document 
was forwarded to tha President of the United 
States this evening. 
Congressional. 
W ashington, January 19.h —Iu the Sen­ 
ate to-day Sewell, from the Military Affairs 
Committee, reported adver-eiy the bill to 
authorize the Secretary of War to establish a 
home for indigent soldiers and sailers in 
Kansas. 
Hale pres“uted Fry6’s credentials of rc- 
election. Filed.

The actress. 
The picture was begun all in 
browns, and is about one-third of life size. 
I t is to be sent to New York, where a 
wood-cut is to be made from it, a picture 
to be useful to Mine.

It is a splendid face, both 
passionate and thoughtful. 
Even her ordi­ 
nary conversation was vividly dramatic, 
the artist said'; to paint her was like paint­ 
ing fire.

Amber satin cloaks trimmed with Gre­ 
cian lynx are imported for opera use. 
No dressy toilet is now considered com­ 
plete unless a faucy muff is added, match­ 
ing the drees and bonnet. 
Some of the wide far bands worn on 
promenade di esses meaenre nearly three- 
quarters of a yard in width. 
The most stylish round hats are tip tilted 
over the forehead, the Langtry and the 
odd-looking Phrygian cap being favorites. 
Surah satins, with grounds of pale prim­ 
rose, brocaded with four-o’clock», are much 
used for matinees, made up in Louis XIV. 
sty le. 
The new shades of blue, electric, cobalt, 
royal, drake’s neck, sapphire, hussar, gen­ 
tian aud Presbyterian are all to be found 
in gloves and hosiery. 
W ide, straight-brimmed sailor hats of 
plush or velvet, having the crowns com­ 
pletely covered with short, fluffy ostrich 
tips, are very much worn by young girls in 
their teens. 
Lace fichus, ruffles and kerchiefs of silk 
or mull are not fastened up high in the 
neck, but are arranged in a V-shape, com­ 
ing to a point in front, and thus revealing 
a bit of the throat, which is usually orna­ 
mented by a velvet ribbon and a jewelled 
slide, or a twisted row of pearl beads. 
Narrow bands of fur are quite frequently 
used as a trimming for evening dresses. A 
magnificent velvet robe recently received 
from Paris was further enriched by sable 
fur trimmings, and a tea-gown of bdow- 
drop cashmere was simply bordered down 
the front, around the bottom, aud at the 
throat and wrists with three-inch bands of 
dark brown far. 
Flower fichus for evening wear are in­ 
creasing in popularity. 
For some time 
past they have been made partly of lace, 
with flowers as a bordering or heading to 
the wide lace rufflss at the edge. 
Now 
they more frequently form the whole fichu, 
which almost covers the shoulders and 
curves to the waist, narrowing off in front 
in trailing ends of delicate vines and half 
blown roses. 
A very pretty walking dress is made of 
dark green repped goods of soft wool. The 
skirt* are attached to a jersey bodice, the 
front of which is braided in military style 
in a raised design, which is broad just be­ 
low the throat and then narrowing gradu­ 
ally until it reaches a point just below the 
waist. 
Here it meets with a wide design 
in the braiding, which extends from hip to 
hip. The effect is very becoming to slender 
figures. The bodice buttons down the back. 
The close sleeves are braided nearly to the 
elbow.

WHAT 
KIND 
OF 
FLOORS 
SHOULD WE 
LAY? 


Hew Ideas About Floors and Carpets— 
Questions of Comfort—M atters 
of Economy. 


N ervous debility, the curse of the Amer­ 
ican people, immediately yields to the action 
of Brown’s Don Bitters. 


There is no more noticeable feature in 
the construction of modern houses than 
the great attention now paid to floors. 
This is in reality a revival of an old and 
satisfactory fashion of thoroughness which 
had rather gone out of date. 
Every one 
familiar with the notable houses of Europe, 
especially of these 
built 
during 
the 
fifteenth, sixteenth and seventeenth cent­ 
uries, will recall the extreme nicety of 
finish about them, particularly in the m at­ 
ter of fl lore. 
And it is only in England 
and America that the custom of bestowing 
great care and attention upon them fell 
into disuse, for the reason probably that 
carpets, once successfully introduced, were 
everywhere fashionable and popular. 
The 
rapid increase in the population of great 
cities in both countries, and the consequent 
demand for cheap houseB, has been another 
and perhaps more formidable obstacle to 
the bestowal of great attention upon minor 
details. 
Anyone who takes the trouble to 
inspect half-finished houses in any crowded 
district cannot fall to be struck by the 
roughness of the ordinary floorings. 
And 
every householder knows to his cost the 
unevenness and knottiness of the boards 
which it ÍB his privilege to cover with car­ 
pets. 
So thoroughly has it been under­ 
stood th at floors here are full of ridges aud 
edges that it has become a general custom 
to lay thick paper under expensive carpets, 
and in London no one wonld dream of 
omitting this precaution against destruc­ 
tion to handsome floor coverings. 


GERMAN AND FRENCH FLOORS. 
In this respect the builders of Germany 
and France have until recently been greatly 
in advance of those both of England and 
America, and this mainly owmg to the 
example that to-day a gieat change in this 
direction is manifest. 
It is indeed some­ 
times qnite amusing to read of the sub­ 
stantial 
floors of 
foreign houses ; 
for 
example, in the house long owned by Rem­ 
brandt the 
kitchen floor is of 
inlaid 
marbles, but without anticipating any 
snch splendor in the ordinary house of to­ 
day, we are certainly justified in asserting 
that a very marked improvement is taking 
place. 
The fact of the m atter is that in 
these days of great competition and of ex­ 
acting demand builders canuot afford to 
omit one detail which shall add to the at­ 
traction ef 
new 
dwellings 
or 
pnblic 
buildings. 
An educated public taste de 
minds an increasing observance of all that 
tends to make up home comfort, and the 
tim e is not so far distant wheu the unsight­ 
ly plank boards which are still too fre­ 
quently seen in onr houses will be looked 
for in vain. 


A QUESTION OF COST. 
There is no reason why this should not 
be the case. 
If tessellated and mosaic 
pavements are expensive, and marble floors 
beyond our highest dreams, parquet and 
fancy board floor coverings are inexpensive 
enough to be within the reach of the least 
ambitions builder. 
It has alreidy been 
realized that flat houses rent more readily 
on account of the greater attention which 
is paid in bnilding them to minor details 
than the lowest-priced houses, and yet, bb 
a m atter of fact, every tenant prefers a 
house to himself if it can be had at the 
same rent, and offers the same advantages. 
But this is precisely w hat ordinary low- 
rented honses fail to do, and, in conse­ 
quence, we find people willing to pay com­ 
paratively high rents for small floors rather 
than take houses at the same price. 
Now, 
one reason among many for this, and by no 
means the least reason, is that it costs so 
much less to furnish a flat. 
Every house­ 
keeper knows that in estimating the coat 
of a home the floors play a most im portant 
part, and often enough the idea of the 
yards of carpet which must be bought to 
cover the unsightly boards of passage-ways 
and rooms is the deterrent agent which 
prevents the indulgence in the luxury of a 
house. 
It is said that this fact has never 
yet been fully realized by builders, yet 
there is abundant evidence of it every­ 
where. 
TH E CARPET QUESTION. 
In Europe, in Paris, Vienna and Brus­ 
sels, in fact everywhere but in Eoglish 
cities, families go to housekeeping without 
any great outlay. 
There the carpet ques 
tion affects the luxurious only ; persona of 
moderate means are perfectly content with 
the polished floors of their sitting and bed­ 
rooms and the inlaid borderings of their 
halls. In some of the more recently erected 
flat houses in New York the same system 
prevails, the floors are oolored and have 
borderings of striped boards, affording 
tenants with moderate means a good excuse 
for the absence of carpets at least until 
later on. 
We feel no hesitancy in affirm­ 
ing that if such floorings were universal it 
would make a perceptible difference in the 
value of house property. 
For halls anil 
vestibules, parquet flooring is far better 
than anything else excepting tiles, and tiles 
will probably never be at the command of 
those to whom m odeste rent is a necessity. 
Where, for satisfactory reasons, it is not 
possible to provide colored floors, it is al­ 
most always feasible to have a bordering 
of striped or inlaid boards, and such bor­ 
dering* are a very great improvement and 
a-sistance in furnishing. 
Even in kitch­ 
ens, where bricks or boards have alter­ 
nately commanded the respect of builders, 
it would be a noticeable improvement to 
substitute parquet flooring. 


S N O W -w n rT E b o a r d s . 
Scrubbing is in reality a barbarous form 
of service and ought to be abolished, all 
the exigencies of cleanliness are met by a 
liberal m e of soap and water. 
Our irame 
diate ancestors prided themselves upon the 
snow-white boards of kitchen and passage­ 
ways, but there seems no good reason for 
our continuing the practice upon th at bc 
count. 
Moreover, our boards are never 
white. 
Everything that tends to lighten 
labor is an advantage in busy lives, and 
snow-white boards are only attainable in 
cities at the coBt of a most unnecessary 
wear and tear of flesh and blood. 
They 
onght to be abolished, and if an enterpris 
ing builder would once set the example of 
providing a house from attic to cellar with 
inlaid striped or colored floorings, for 
which carpets were not an absolute neces 
sity, the result would be a far better in­ 
terest upon his capital than he realizes at 
present. 
So far, large 
and 
handsome 
houses have a monopoly of parquet floor­ 
ing, and in them it is usually only fouud 
in certain rooms, halls and passage-ways, 
Another most satisfactory use of striped 
wood is as a substitute for ordinary wain- 
sooting, for which purpose it is now used in 
many flat houses. For dining-rooms and eat­ 
ing halls there is nothing so6uitablc as a par­ 
quet floor, while in billiard-roomsand public 
buildings it is gaining in favor. 
Oae ad­ 
vantage may be noted in regard to thiB 
particular style of flooring, th at it can al­ 
ways be laid down at the option of the 
tenant upon the surface of the boarded 
floor ; but then tenants rarely enjoy mak­ 
ing improvements at their own expense. 
Tne manufacture of inlaid floor coverings 
has very greatly increased within the last 
few years, and it is not necessary to decide 
upon the favor with which they are to be 
received. 
If simple designs are selected, 
the flooring made for one room can be al­ 
tered to lit another, which íb certainly a 
great point for the consideration of those 
who desire to improve houses th at they do 
not own, 
Borderings, of all widths and in 
every variety of color and design, are made 
in such a way that they are flexible enough 
to be rolled up with the greatest ease. 
Tiiey are mounted upon strips of coarse 
liaen, which gives upon pressure. 


BUILDERS AND BAD FLOORS. 
But even apart from parqnet floorings, 
there seems no really good reason why the 
floors in ordinary houses should be so un­ 
satisfactory. 
Smooth, even, well-seasoned 
wood should in any ctse be used, so that, 
if desired, it could be colored and var­ 


nished without presenting inequalities on 
the surface, or offering gaps as dust recep­ 
tacles. 
No greater evidence of the value 
of the more modern style can be given 
than the fact th at in the country seaside 
“ cottages,” which are springing up in 
greater numbers every year, its adoption is 
universal, while in mansions, hotels and 
railway stations, wherever, in fact, appear­ 
ance is studied, parquet floorings are al­ 
ways to be found. 
If we go back in 
thought to seek their origin, we shall find 
it in those anti-carpet days to which we 
have referred, althongh it was then usually 
limited to the halls and large family 
rooms. 
In many old English mansions the 
floor of inlaid woods bears testimony to the 
influence of foreign taste, and of the pres­ 
ence among the people of refugees from 
France, Italy and Germany. 
These work­ 
men in woods followed out tbeir own way, 
and with such success as the limi rations 
of tbeir material allowed, the designs 
cieated by tbeir countrymen in marbles 
in the land where quarries of that costly 
material abound, and thus we fiad a link 
between the mosaic pavements of the past 
and the tessellated pavements and inlaid 
wooden floors ot our own day. 
COLD MARBL* 
If, in point of color and variety, marble» 
aro inimitable in the humbler material, it 
yet has one manifest advantage over them 
in the absence of the idea of cold, which 
is inseparable from the sight of marble, and 
in a measure also even of tiles. 
The lat­ 
ter, with all their beauty, can never be 
suitable for living apartments in climates 
like those of England and America. From 
chilliness the colored wooden floor is free. 
The deep colors in which it is ordinarily 
stained take from it the appearance of cold, 
and every one who has had experience of a 
parquet floor is aware th at it is entirely 
free from th at objection 
It may be urged 
against the universal adoption of colored 
floors tbat there never was a time when 
carpets were more artistic or more univer­ 
sally liked than to-day, but in reality there 
is no argument in this against their use. It 
is one of the most extraordinary features 
of city life th at people pay little regard 
to the questions of weather and tempera­ 
ture in furnishing. 
Honses in New York, 
one of the hottest cities during the summer 
that can be found, are furnished with heavy 
body Brussels carpets and stair covering?, 
and if the tenants remain in the city dur­ 
ing the summer, it never seems to occur to 
them th at if they could only remove their 
carpets and have their floors washed every 
day, they would perceptibly lower the 
temperature.—[Record aud Guide.

INTERESTING 
TO 
FARMERS. 


Unrivaled breeds of short-horn cattle 
now pervade, to more or lessrxttnt, every 
State and Territory in the Union except­ 
ing, perhaps, three or four of the "G u lf ” 
States, where few if any of the improved 
breeds in any considerable numbers are 
kept and bred. 
So important an interest 
has been taken, and such large amounts of 
capital invested in them, that an elaborate 
history has been w ritten and published in 
this country relating to their origin, so far 
as could be ascertained, and their modern 
course of breeding for one hundred and 
fifty years anterior to the present time. 
Aside from that, numerous pamphlets aud 
memoranda ielating to them have been 
written Bince early in the present century 
in Great Britain, and followed by others in 
the United States, since their first im­ 
portations which, under well authenticated 
report, occurred soon after the Revolution­ 
ary War, near the close of the last century. 
There are now within the American Union 
and the Canadas more than 2,000 breeders 
and owners of these cattle of approved 
pedigree and lineage, and of quality also 
unsurpassed, either in G reat Britain or 
other countries where they have been in­ 
troduced and bred.—[Agricultural Review. 
Plants kept in the house over winter re­ 
quire atteution paid to certain requisites— 
heat, light, ventilation and water. 
Too 
much heat is just as injurious to them as a 
deficiency. 
If the air is dry and hot the 
plants will soon be infested with the red 
spider, green fly, and mealy bug ; so try 
and maintain a temperature of 70° or 75° 
by day, and 15° less by night. 
To get the 
most 
air, 
so 
essential 
to 
all plants, 
water may be evaporated from the stove. 
In 
the 
green-house 
we 
have 
earthen 
pans, tilled with 
water, on the flues 
every few 
feet, 
aud 
in 
addition we 
sprinkle the plants frequently, as well as 
throwing water on the walks. 
Did you 
ever notice the plants growing in a kitchen 
window almost always look better than 
those in the sitting-room? 
The reason is 
simply because the air in the kitchen is 
warm and moist. 
Light should be given at 
all times and as much as possible. 
Gerani­ 
ums and heliotropes revel in the sunlight. 
Sueh charming window-planta as the rex- 
begonias are partial to the shade, but can 
be put in among other plants ; the same 
with the fuchsias. 
Turn your plants fre­ 
quently if you would have them symmetri­ 
cal and don’t be afraid to pinch off the top 
if you want them bushy. 
Corns in the horse are so well known that 
any description of them is quite unneces­ 
sary. 
It would, however, be absurd to 
say that they are of little consequence, 
but just as absurd to reject such a horse 
because he had them. 
He may have very 
extensive corns aud yet he always sound on 
them ; or very minute ones to the eye, yet 
be seriously inconvenienced and lamed hy 
them. 
Hundreds of horses have corns 
without any one suspecting it, aud as long 
as a horse remained sound, or nearly so, 
the fact might never be known. 
If he be­ 
comes lame, and his feet are in consequence 
of it carefully examined, the searching- 
knife lets the owner or somebody into the 
secret. 
That becoming known, the foot 
properly put to rights, and with a proper 
shoe put on, the horse probably goes 
sounder than he has for months past. 
If a 
horse has corns, the principal thing to be 
looked at is not so much the soreness of 
them, or how far he may even go lame on 
them, but the kiud of food he has. 
A correspondent of the Tur/, Field and 
Fai-rn urges very strongly the two-meal 
system for horses, and adds : Although I 
have never doubted but this system would 
work as favorably with horned cattle, my 
own experience has been confined mostly 
to human beings and horses. According to 
my judgment this system, applied to work 
or road horses, will increase their working 
capacity very largely ; i. e., any given 
horse will do more work, day after day, 
either in the cart, before the plow or on 
the road, and keep in prime condition ; 
besides it would surely, and because of his 
improved health, tend to prolong his life— 
extend his years of usefulness. 
But aside 
from mere theorizing, or dogmatically as­ 
serting my opinion, which, however, I fiud 
is corroborated by every one who has given 
this system a fair trial. 
The jeturns of dairy manufactures, as 
shown by the census (now in press), show 
an immense growth in th at industry. 
The 
capital invested amounts to $10 000,000 
Tney consume materials valued at $18,. 
000,000, andjtheir total products are $2(1,- 
000 000. 
Tae value of material used in 
condensed milk manufactories amounts to 
$1 000,000. Statistics were taken from the 
cheese factories, b u tt^ factories, combined 
butter and skim milk factories and con­ 
densed milk factorif s. 
The total number 
of these establishments reaches 4,000. The 
State of New York leads any other in the 
number of factories, and the amount of 
capital invested in this industry.

It is ueually employed 
by writers to lessen the appearance of 
strong commendation. 
E xpression.—No, rather we Bhould de­ 
fine conceit to be ingenious thoughts or 
turns of expression in serious composition. 
In the sixteenth century the taste for this 
Rpecies of brilliancy was almost a rage. 
In Italy the name concetti was applied. 
After Tasso’s time concetti became offen­ 
sively prominent in Italian poetry for a 
full century.

A ttendants at most of our churches, 
who hear the organ played as it is now the 
fashion to play it, can form no idea of the 
dignity, nobilitv and tine grandeur of the 
instrument. 
The peitoraiance of a few 
metrical hymn tunes, au operatic selection 
or a popular march or chorus, does cot 
have any educating tendency, either in re­ 
gard to organ music or iu respect to the 
instrum ent itself. Toe stately and majestic 
king of instruments was never intended to 
be so debased, and it is a desecration to so 
use it. 
As implied by its very name, it is 
“ the instrum ent” in distinction from all 
other and lees noble instruments. 


TH E EXACT PERIO D 
Of its origin is not known. 
I t is very 
probable th at it was not an invention at 
a!!, but a development, like the harp, 
piano and many other musical instruments 
which grew from small and imperfect be­ 
ginnings to the magnificent pieces of mech­ 
anism and ecience as we know them now. 
The Bible tells us that Jubal was the 
father of all Euch as handle the harp and 
the organ, but this probably means that 
Jubal merely used the simple musical in 
8Trnments of his time, and certainly has 
no reference to anything like w hat we 
know as an organ, as even its semblance 
was not known until centuries later. 
The 
word organ, as used in the Old Testament, 
was taken from the Greek translation, and 
there is no authority for believing that 
Jubai knew anything about au instrum ent 
approaching, even in the slightest degree, 
the modern organ. 


TH E SIM PLE REEI), 
“Which is the foundation of all wind in­ 
struments, wsh known to emit a musical 
sound, even as far hack as the times re­ 
corded in the Book of Genesis, and this 
was doubtless the organ of Ju b a l; but 
centuries after his day, the Jew6 had an 
instrum ent which more neaily resembled, 
or, perhaps, it would be better to say, sug­ 
gested, the organ. 
This waa called “ M i- 
craphe d’arueaiu,” aud it consisted of an 
ohlcog wooden box, with a row of resd3 
like inverted whistles along the top, aud 
on one side a row of metal bolts which 
could be pulled out aud pushed in, to tura 
on or shut off the wind, which was sup­ 
plied by two bellows, like the common fire- 
beilows, fastened on tho other side aud 
resting on a frame. Here will he perceived 
the essential principles of the modern 
organ. 
The classical writers attribute the 


INVENTION OF TH E OROAN 
To the god Pan, fro m ^h e name of whom 
we get the Pandean pipes. 
The old fable 
is that Pan thought the muBic of hie pip;s 
or reeds, which grew by the river, superior 
to th at of the lyre cf Apollo, and chal­ 
lenged the latter to a trial of skill. Midas, 
the umpire, decided in favor of Pan’s 
pipes. 
These were blown by the mouth, 
just as we occasionally see them blown 
cow by wandering Italians in our streets. 
Virgil described au organ having a wind- 
chest, which he called “ tibia utricularit.” 
The development of the organ thus far 
seemed to be th is: first, a single reed, 
blown by the mouth, emitting a musical 
sound ; then the addition of other shorter 
and longer reeds, making a sort of scale. 
These were arranged iu the form of the 
Pandean pipes, but still blown by the 
mouth. 
TH E NEXT 9TEP 
W as to supply the wind artificially and 
produce a sound by stopping the reeds 
with the fingers, to which finally was 
added a mechanism for opening and clos­ 
ing the pipes, and thus allowing the wind 
only to enter a3 desired. 
Of course, these 
various steps took many years, and it was 
not until the year of our L ori 450 that we 
fiud any mention of organa being used in 
churches, and this is only on the disputed 
authority of Julianus of Spain. 
About 
the year 700 the organs of the Anglo- 
Saxons appear to have resembled in form 
and general appearance those now in use, 
but were played by large levers. 
The or­ 
gan in tho old church of W inchester, En­ 
gland, was known to have existed in the 
year 950. 
It had, according to W alston, 
seventy bellows, which were blown by 
seventy men. 
This organ contained 400 
pipes. 
IN T H E NEXT CEN TCRT 
The levers were abolished, and a key­ 
board substituted. 
It contained only from 
nine to eleven cotes, and the organ at Mag­ 
deburg, lu ilt nesr the close of the eleventh 
century, was the first which had so great 
a compass as sixteen notes. 
The keys 
were each over a foot long and several 
inches broad, and were beaten down with 
the fist. 
There was no such thing as play­ 
ing in harmony, but the old ecclesiastical 
chants required none, nor did they demand 
any greater compass than that of the Mag­ 
deburg organ. 
This instrum ent had 24 
hollows, and used as much wiud as many 
a modern organ of ten times its s-ze. 


FAMOUS ORGANS IN EUROPE. 
There arc tnany remarkable organs in 
Europe, which have attracted the attention 
of musicians, either for their size, their 
quality of tone, or for some peculiar me­ 
chanical arrangement. 
The largest organs 
are provided with four manuals and a pedal 
keyboard, and the smallest with one man­ 
ual keyboard only. 
The latter are only 
fit for small rooms, and are rarely used out 
of private houses, while the former are 
only to be found iu the large cathedrals, 
and in concert halls. 
There are but very 
few organs containing upward of 


ONE H U N D RED REGISTERS. 
Among these few is the organ in St. 
George's Hall. Liverpool, which was built 
by W illis, of London. 
I t has four manu­ 
als aud a p-.dal cf two and a half octaves 
(thirty notes), and its technical appliances 
exceed ia number and ingenuity those of 
most all other instrum ents iu Europe. 
The organ in the Munster, at Ulm, has 
also 100 stops, and is said to be the largest 
organ in the world. 
I t was built by 
Waicker, of Ludwigsburg, and has four 
manuals and two pedals. 
The Marien 
Kirche, at Lubeck, bas two organs, the 
larger of which has four manuals and 
eighty-two registers. 
I t waa in use in the 
church prior to 1561. Among other organs 
which have four manuals are the one in St.. 
Thomas’ Church, Leipzig, with 
eighty 
registers, built by Ladergast, of W eieseu- 
fels ; the great organ iu tr.e Church of St. 
Dominico, at Prague, with seventy-one 
registers, eighteen of which are in the 
pedal; the organ iu S;. LsurenceCathedral, 
at Rotterdam, which has 


N IN ETY TWO REGISTERS ; 
The organ in Beauvais Cathedral, which 
has sixty-eight registers, the pedals begin­ 
ning at F instead of at C, as is usual ; the 
one iu H alberstidt Cathedral, with sixty- 
five registers, including a thirty-tw o feet 
reed in the great organ, and eighteen regis­ 
ters in the pedal; the organ in the Bene­ 
dictine Monastery, at WeiDgarten, which 
was built by Gablaar, over a century ago, 
and contains sixty-four registers, with 
6,666 pipes, being unprecedentedly rich in 
mixture stops; the organ at Freiburg, 
Switzerland, which was built in 1834 by 
Aloise Moser, and contains sixty-one regis­ 
ters, including a very celebrated Vox H u­ 
mana stop (in this organ the draw-stops 
slide to right and left, instead of in the 
UBual way) ; the organ of the Tours Cathe­ 
dral, built by Le Fevre, ef Remen, with 
sixty registers ; the one in the Stiffskirche, 
at Stuttgart, built originally 


MORE THAN A CENTURY AGO, 
By Martiu, and recently rebuilt and en­ 
larged by W aicker, tow containing sixty- 
eight registers, twenty-one cf .vhich are in 
the pedal, and one of thirty-tw o feet in the 
great organ ; the organ in the Chnrch of 
St. Enstache, Paris, of which the cele­ 
brated Battishe was the organist, built in 
1854 by Da croquet, containing sixty-seven 
registers; the organ in the Birmingham 


(England) Town Hall, bnilt by Hill, con­ 
taining fifty-three registers (the fonrth 
manual has no separate pipes, bat by an 
ingenious mechanism plays its solos from 
the other manuals, without distnrbiDg the 
previons combinations) ; the organ in St. 
George’s 
Church, 
Doncaster, 
England, 
which was bnilt by Schultze, of Paulin- 
zelle, in Thuringia, and has eighty-six 
registers, twenty-five being in the pedal 
(3ome of the latter are not real registers, 
but begin on the second C of another stop 
of an octave ¡owe.’ nominal pitch, the up­ 
per notes being supplied by additional 
pipes); the organ in the Leeds (England) 
i'o-vn Hall, and the organ in the Church 
of Notre Dame, St. Omer, restored by 
Cavaille-Coli in 1850 containing fifty com­ 
plete 
registers, sixty-eight 
draw-stops, 
thirteen combination pedals, and a total cf 
3,294 pipes. 
The restoration of this organ 
cost 75,000 francs. 


TU E CELEBRATED ORGAN 
A t the Church of St. Sulpice, Paris, was, 
previous to its rebuilding, the largest organ 
in the world. 
I t had five manuals, aud, it 
is said, one hundred and five r e g i s t e r s , 
though this is disputed. 
It was rebuilt, 
and l o w contains four manuals a n d s ix ty - 
six registers. 
Tne organ in t Le Royal 
Panopticon of Science and A rt, in Leices­ 
ter Square, Loudon, which was destroyed 
by tire a year or two ago, had four manuals, 
sixty registers and 4,004 pipes. 
The wind 
was supplied by six bellows of different 
pressure, worked by steam. 
Toe most re­ 
markable feature of this organ was ita du­ 
plicate manuals of the swell, choir and tolo 
organs, on each side of the chief tier of 
manuals, so as to allow of several perform­ 
ers playing the organ simultaneously. This 
was the only instance of so many manuals, 
ten iu all, being applied to one instrum ent. 


TH E LARGEST ORGAN NOW IN LONDON 
Is the one in the Royal Albert Hall, which 
was built by H tnry W illis in 1871 and 
opened in July of that year by W . T. Best. 
Tne organ is 70 feet in bight and 60 in 
width. 
It contains 
111 draw-stops, be­ 
sides fourteen additional combinations of 
manuals and pedals, four manuals and two 
and one-half octaves of pedals. 
Toe grand 
organ iu the Cathedral of Mecklenburg 
was ouilt in 1870 by Ladergast, of WeiB- 
senfeN, 
It has four manuals and eighty- 
four draw-stops. 
Tnere are four 32-foot 
registers in this organ, three being in the 
pedal, and fifeen 16 feet registers. 
T je 
pipes nnmbet 5,235, of which 4,192 are of 
metal, 968 oi wood, and 75 are blind pipes. 


TH R EE MANUAL ORGANS 
Are very numerous, and really aff >rd suffi­ 
cient scope and variety for all kinds of mu­ 
sic, unless, perhaps, where orchestral ef­ 
fects are sought to tie obtained. 
The usual 
division of manuals in a three-manna! or­ 
gan is alto, great, swell and choir. 
As in 
the case of the four-manual organs, Europe 
contains msey examples of three manual 
organs of great power, beauty and variety. 
Among the best known are the following : 
The organ in the ColoBSeum, in Regent’s 
Park, Lmdon, containing forty-seven regis­ 
ters, a set ef kettledrums, cymbals, tri­ 
angles and storm effects, the whole being 
under the control of one performer; the 
organ in St. Denis Cnureh, Paris, bnilt by 
Civaille Coll in 1834 40, containing sixty- 
nine registers, the upper pipes being blown 
by a stronger pressure, on the principle 
th at w ind-instrum ent players 
ex-rt a 
greater pressure on the muscles of the 
lungs when producing the higher sounds 
(at that time this was 


TH E LARGEST AND MOST COMTLETE ORGAN 
In Franc*) ; the organ in the Church of ¡St. 
Bavon, Haarlem, built in 1738 by Chris­ 
tian Muller, containing 60 registers, in 
which the pipeB are duplicated and the 
number of the ranks in the mixtures in­ 
creased as the scale 
ascends, to add 
strength and brilliancy to the upper part— 
with the exception of 27 pipes subsequently 
added, all the pipes of this organ are of 
metal, the front ones being of pure bur­ 
nished tin, the others of a composition of 
equal parts of tin and lead ; the organ in 
S;. Paul’s Church, at Frankfurt-am Maia, 
considered a very fine one, built by W aick­ 
er, containing 74 registers and 12 pairs of 
het.’owB ; the two organs in the cathedral 
at Seville, one on each side ef the choir, 
each 
containing 
71 
registers; 
the 
organ in St. 
Michael's Church, Ham­ 
burg, bnilt by Hildebrand, containing 71 
registers ; the largest of the three organs 
in the cathedral at Breslau, containing 60 
registers ; th at iu Mahlhausen, also con­ 
taining 60 registers, IS of which ara in the 
pedal ; and still another of the same size 
at Bremen, containing a 32 feet stop in 
the great organ ; one at Naumburg, built 
in 1630, with 52 registers ; 
and one at 
Antwerp, with 
51 registers, the latter 
built b y Terbruger íd 1670; and one at 
Goerlltz, built by Casparini, having 55 
registers, the majority of the pipes beiog 
of wood, iu direct contrast w ith the H aar­ 
lem organ in this respect. 


TH E BUILDERS 
Of many of these organs are unknown, but 
the principal o-ies now in th at profession 
are W aicker, of G erm any;Hill aud Willis, 
of England, and Cavadle Cull, of Paris. 
Each of these has made many excellent 
and first-class instruments, which have 
given them both fame and profit. 
These 
men have devoted tbeir lives to their work, 
and look upon organ-building both as a 
science and an art. 
Each is the inventor of 
various improvements bearing on the qual­ 
ity of tone, as well as mechanical appli­ 
ances. 


AMERICAN CONCERT HALL ORGANS. 
In America the number of large organs 
is as yet limited, and cnly within the last 
twenty years has it been considered that an 
organ wa9 suitable for any place but a 
chnrch, b at with the opening of the Boston 
Music Hall organ, November 2,1863, a new 
use was made for this noble instrum ent in 
this country. Sinee then a number of large 
organs have been erected in concert balls, 
first of which stands, not only in time, bat 
iu sizs, power, beauty and variety, the 
Boston organ. 
The Cincinnati organ, in­ 
augurated in May, 1878, justly stands sec­ 
ond, and some enthusiastic Cincinnatians 
have even claimed the first place for their 
organ, but this claim is unfounded, as will 
be shown further on. 
Following these two 
come the organs in Steinway and Cnicker- 
ing Halls, in this city. 
Both the Boston 
and Cincinnati organs were built by asso­ 
ciations organized for th at purpose, bnt the 
latter two were the result of individual 
mercantile enterprise. 


TH E fiOSTON ORGAN 
W as built by W aicker, whose reputation 
was made by so many line instrum ents in 
Europe. 
The association which provided 
Boston with this grand organ was organ­ 
ized in 1852, and on the evening of Novem­ 
ber 2 0 h , of that year, the first concert for 
the fund was given in the Music Hall. No­ 
vember, 1855, the first proposition for the 
scheme of the organ was formulated. 
In 
March, 1S56, a subscription list was opened, 
and in November, 1S63, the grand result 
was attained and the organ opened by Mr. 
Ernst Friedrich W aicker, the son of the 
builder. Tue opening ceremonies were vtry 
elaborate and interesting. 


TH E CASE OF T H E CINCINNATI ORGAN 
W ar very similar, except in th at it did not 
take so loDg a time to accumulate the re­ 
quired amount oí money. 
It also was pro­ 
vided by an association of citizens, who 
subscribed liberally for the instrument. 
The list was headed by a $5,000 subscrip­ 
tion from Reuben R. Springer. The scheme 
was agreed upon, and organ builders in­ 
vited to compete. 
The successful bidders 
were E. & G. G. Hoek & Hastings, of Bos­ 
ton. 
The two instruments are nearly of 
the same size, but a cartful study of both 
will show that the Boston organ is slightly 
the larger, notwithstanding the fact that 
its Cincinnati rival contains the greater 
number of pipes. 
This ia accounted for by 
two reasons : the compass of the Boston or­ 
gan is fifty-eight notes, th at of the Cincin­ 
nati organ sixty-one, and the latter is much 
richer in mixture stops of from four to 
seven pipes to each note. 
Toese mixtures 
give brilliancy to an organ, but detract 
trom its solidity and grandeur. 
Both or­ 
gans contain mechanical appliances of in­ 
genuity and value, including the grand 
crescendo and diminuendo pedal, invented 
by W aicker, and first applied by him to the 
Boston organ. 


A COMPARATIVE EXAMINATION 
Of the schemes of the two organs will show 
just in what respect each excels the other. 
The draw-stops, complete registers and 
pipes compare as follows : Boston, draw- 
stops 96, complete registers S4, pipes 5.474. 
Cincinnati, draw-stops 81, complete regis­ 
ters SO, pipes 6 237. 
In the Boston organ 
the manual-oonplers are cnly four in cum- 
her, but they are of such a peculiar and in­ 
genius construction th at any ccnnec‘i>n 
may be made with them w ithout raising 
the hands from the keys, by means of small 
ivory knobs placed between the swell and 
choir manuals. 
The combination pedals 
are thirteen in number, but all double in 
their action, thus equivalent to twenty-six, 
being the greatest number of any organ in 
the world. 
These draw various combina­ 
tions on the different manuals. 
The pedal 
organ is divided into two divisions, the 
forte and the piano, each with its appro­ 
priate stops. 


IN TH E CIN CINN A TI ORGAN 
Tnere are twelve couplers, operating the 
tame as the four ia the Boston organ, a 
swell tremolo, a choir tremolo and a bell­ 
ows signal. 
Tr.e combination pedáis are 
abo twelve, not double iu their action. 
i The swell and choir tremolos ara also op- 
i crated by pedals. 
Both organs hare the 
gr ind creac- uric pedal covering the whole 
organ, bringing on ihe various registers as 
' s owly or as rapidly as may be required, 
j beginning with the softest aud diminishing 
; in the reverse order. A dial over the man­ 
; uals shows at a:l times the exact position, 
I at any point of which the operation of the 
j pe ial may be arrested and the combination 
rttaiued any desired length of time. 


ORGAN MUSIC AND ORGAN PLA TERS. 
It may easily be appreciated th st all 
kinds of music cannot be played on au 
organ. 
The tone, touch and mechanism 
being so essentially different from those of 
a piano, music w ritten for one instrum ent 
loses its effect when played on the other. 
In order to fully bring uut the po ver, dig­ 
nity and beauty of the organ, the music 
should he especially w ritten for it. 
The 
continuity ot tone iu an organ produces 
iff cts impossible on a piano. 
M ary who 
play the piauo well have an idea that they 
can also play the organ. 
They forget, 
among other thiugs, the im portant ditf r- 
• ence that organ keys are pressed, while the 
piano keys are struck. 
This fact makes it, 
if not impossible, at least unusual, that a 
good performer oa oue iuatium ent can be 
equally good on the other. 
The function 
of the left hand, too, is essentially differ­ 
ent in the two cases ; on the organ the 
bass part is played by the feet, arid the 
left hand usually plays a middle part. The 
hands being frequently playing on two 
manuals at the same time, it often hap­ 
pens that each is playing a musical phrase 
or figure. 
JO H N SEBASTIAN BACH, 
In writing about the organ, uses the fol- 
I lowing language: “ The purpose of the 
organ is to incite calm devotional feeling 
and to support the choir, not to drive 
or overpower, which often seems to be 
the aim of accompanists. 
Tney should 
rather follow than lead, always playing 
their part modcBtly and with correctness 
aud dignity. 
Voluntaries, interludes, etc , 
should occupy the smallest space, so that 
they fulfill the purpose for which they arc 
required.” 
It woaid be well if these woids 
of one of the greatest organ players that 
ever lived were more heeded at the present 
time, for the icflaenceof a good organist 
on the ehnrch-sioging and devotional feel­ 
ing of the congregation can scarcely be 
over-estimated. 
Tne organist stands sec­ 
ond only in importance to the preacher, 
aud frequently a good and fervent expres 
Sion from the pnlpit has been weakened or 
perhaps entirely destroyed by a frivolous 
performance from the organ gallery. 


A CHURCH ORGANIST 
Should have a sympathy with the chnrch. 
It he regard his organ merely a9 a vehicle 
by which he can make a certain amount of 
money, and nothing more, he will fail to 
reach a point of high excellence. 
He must 
love his organ for a rt’s sako, and should 
be as jealous of its reputation as of his 
own. 
Nothing nubecoming to the instru­ 
ment should ever b i performed. 
B at when 
We 
attend many 
of the 
metropolitan 
churches, w hat do we often hear ? 
Selec­ 
tions from “ M artha,” “ T raviata” and 
Offenbach, popular street-melodies, waRzes 
and marches in abundance ; but rarely may 
we listen to any of the c impositions of the 
acknowledged masters of the organ. W ith 
a few brilliant exceptions there arc no or­ 
ganists who can properly play a Bich 
fugue now engaged in oar churches.

T H E K IN G OF INSTRUM ENTS 
Are verv numerous, and increasing every 
year. 
W hile pianists have to depend en­ 
tirely on concerts to bring them before the 
public, an organist comes out publicly 
every Sunday. 
Tons he needs to be con­ 
stantly at his work, and any interruption 
of his practice is sure to result iu a retro­ 
gression of his powers. 
Organists hold 
their positions for loDg periods of tima, 
and in Europe in many cases the appoint­ 
ment is for life. This is the proper method, 
for when a player and his instrum ent be­ 
come thoroughly known to each other by 
long acquaintance, more justice can be 
done to each, and better and greater effects 
made. 
Tnia is greatly so in the case of 
church organists ; but in the case of con­ 
cert organs, the advantage of having 


A PERM AN EN T R ESID EN T 
Organist is of the highest degree. William 
T. Best, one of the greatest organ players 
of England, is the only one who has ever 
given public performances on the 
St. 
George’s Hall organ, Liverpool ; conse­ 
quently, his reputation and that of the 
organ are inseparably connected. 
He has 
been playing that organ for many years, 
aud he has said that he considers he has 
much yet to learn in the handling of it. It 
takes a long while for a player to become 
familiar with all the combinations, effects, 
etc., th at can bo obtained even on a small 
organ.

Con- 
c’aent sss is desirable, but good literary style and 
dearness of expression must not be crippled by un­ 
yielding rules as to space. A subject worthy of ex­ 
tended remark by a thoughtful wri.er is wo:thy full 
perusal by the thoughtful reader. 


As waj to be expected, the ChronicU attacks the 
measure to pay the men who worked for the state 
in good faith in Drainage District No. 1, and re­ 
news the cry that the contracts were in excess of 
the value of the work. That, in the first place, is 
not at issue iu the matter ; and in the secocd place 
there is uo evidence on file that there was any 
fraud; and lastly, the Legislature is entirely capa­ 
ble of determining the validity of any claim pre­ 
sented to it, and whether there was a good consid­ 
eration or not.________ 
A bill introduced in the Legislature makes it a 
■crime for any hotel keeper to neglect to hang upon 
every gas fixture printed directions about turning 
off, and a warning not to blow out the gas. Amend 
It by making it a capital offense lor anyone to lodge 
in a room where snch a card is suspended who can- 
no; read, or who has not sufficient intelligence to re­ 
frain from blowing out the gas. 


A CORRESPONDENT asks what the “ drawback ’ 
means, referred to so frequently in articles on the 
Shipping bill. It is a proposition that the ship­ 
builder shall be paid a sum equal to what the duty 
-would be on foreign material if imported, and in 
which ease he will not be expected to import the ma­ 
terials for his ship. 


H e sr M ost continues blood thirsty. His latest 
•declaration is that the conflict-what he means by 
that is not clear-m ust come soon, and then he and 
his party will kill, plunder, and spare none. P-r- 
baps Herr Most may be induced to farm out that 
UUe undertaking. 


The party in power will repeal the Sun­ 
day law. This was to have been expected, 
since the party in power is dominated by 
those elements of national life adverse, by 
natural instincts, to the restraints im­ 
posed by such laws. But the repeal will 
not be the end of this matter. Nothing is 
ever settled until it reaches adjustment on 
the basis of right. Law follows, but sel­ 
dom leads, the advancement of civilized 
ideas. Things once considered harmless 
become harmful when viewed from the 
higher planes of moral ideas, and legisla­ 
tion continuing and crystallizing the ad­ 
vancement made will inevitably ensue. 
Oue day out of seven devoted to rest, re­ 
laxation and to social, intellectual and re­ 
ligious pursuits and contemplation, is one 
of the imperative demands of civilized 
society. Tnat such day should be main­ 
tained by appropriate legislation, is both 
reasonable and desirable. The repeal in 
progress is iu response to one of those 
irregular passions engendered by the false 
issues of a political campaign. The de­ 
mand proceeds from that class of persons 
who follow business occupations which 
may be profitably pursued on Sunday. 
The repeal has a definite, concrete object, 
to wit : To open the saloons on Sunday, 
This demand ia reinforced by all those who 
rtEent the legal enforcement of any re­ 
ligions observance. The Sabbath, from 
an orthodox standpoint, is a divine insti­ 
tution. 
It exists, and should be ob­ 
served, according to religious teachings, 
because it was instituted and its observ­ 
ance commanded by Divine fiat. To dese­ 
crate this day, in the theories of the 
believers in “ revealed religion,” is a sin, 
because an act of disobedience to the 
commands of God. If all controversy over 
the question of fact as to whether the day 
had this august origin, and its hallowed 
observances have this sublime authority, 
couid be settled, the case would be closed, 
for even a Democratic Legislature would 
scarcely be willing to assume the responsi­ 
bility of repealing a law so closely follow­ 
ing the commands of the Almighty. But 
the question of fact is an open one, and we 
are in a fair way to know just how a ma­ 
jority of the members of the Legislature 
regard that portion of “ Divinerevelation.” 
Now the large majority of those who do 
not believe that God “ hallowed” the sev­ 
enth day, and who deny that he com­ 
manded men to “ keep it holy,” resent the 
thought of having this supposed Divine 
institution recognized by law and reinsti­ 
tuted by human statutes. But there are 
none to desire the abolition of the day. 
The toilers of life, by whose energy and 
labor the world’s industries move on, do 
not ask for the repeal of any law designed 
to maintain this institution among men. 
The merchant, whose active thought pro­ 
pels the wheels of commerce, does not de­ 
mand the abrogation of all legal recognition 
of a day that gives rest to the overtaxed 
brain ; the professions do not clamor for 
the annihilation of such reinforcement of 
an observance which, one day in seven, 
closes the arenas of life’s conflicts, and 
brings rest to the energies and repose to 
the mind ; the wife, the mother, the chil­ 
dren, and ail that constitute the highest 
associations of domestic ties and humaD af­ 
fections, do not find the law a restraint. 
None of these real forces of civilization aie 
in the lobby urging the repeal of the Sun­ 
day law and the extinction of the civil 
Sabbath, and these are the forces which 
sooner or later make the law of public 
opinion and direct the onward match of 
thought. 
“ Freedom's battle one: begun, 
Bequeathed by bleeding sire to son, 
Though often lost is ever won." 


A DIVIDED PARTY. 
Protection is taxation, and taxation, not 
justifiable, is oppression. 
Protection is 
assessment according to consumption, and 
that is inequitable. 
Protectionists are 
thus called on to justify their levy. They 
cannot do so on the ground upon which 
all taxation ordinarily rests—the necessity 
for maintaining a form of government. 
There remains the defense that the tax is 
imposed to encourage industries, which is 
equivalent to saying that one portion of 
the community must be taxed that another 
portion may acquire. But in setting np 
this untenable defense the respondents are 
not agreed as to methods or effects. In 
short, the party of protection ia a divided 
one. 
It will be found it is insincere in charging 
upon the friends of free trade a desire for 
such a sudden chacgc of policy as will 
work injury to substantial interests. It 
seeks to confuse by a misuse of terms. Free 
trade does not imply no tariff. England, 
foremost as a free trader, collects nearly 
£20,000,000 annually by customs duties. 
Well administered governments may effect 
changes of policy as to their revenue with­ 
out the spasm of convulsion. But appeals 
to fear are unworthy the discussion of the 
tariff issue. 
It should proceed upou a 
mere elevated plane. The demand for a 
revision of the tariff of the war period 
was itself a movement for a change of 
policy indicating an approach to free trade, 
for if the protection theory is sound, the 
highest rate affords the greatest protection. 
But Protectionists have 
chosen to 
treat the movement as an offer to com­ 
promise, and the report of the Tariff 
Commission, and legislative action upon it 
as indicated in the pending bill before the 
United States Senate, as being conclusive 
of the whole matter. This is artful, but 
it will not avail. There can be no com­ 
promise of a right principle. The commis­ 
sion was a transparent device in the inter­ 
est of protectionists. But the latter are 
now discovering that the outcome of the 
scheme is creating division in their own 
ranks. 
Home woolen manufacturers find that 
they will have less advantage under the 
report and the bill than at present; that 
their ability to manufacture fine goods 
against foreign competition is to be less­ 
ened. Mr. Schoenhof, of New York, in 
their behalf pronounces the whole busi­ 
ness, when advanced as a scheme of pro­ 
tection, to be an absurdity, for the same 
system of mixed duties is preserved ; the 
lowest grades of woolen gcods are to pay 
the highest duties, while the rate on wool 
and its substitutes is raised, and the tariff 
on manufactures lowered. As a result the 
manufacturers of cheaper grades are injured 
by this tinkering. 
While the existing tariff fixes a duty of 
$1 per 1,000 feet on hemlock, whitewood, 
sycamore and basswood, and $2 on all 
other lumber coming in, the Tariff Com­ 
mission propose to reduce the first to 75 
ents. As the rate is on lamber not at all 


likely to interfere with the valne ef the 
home pro fact, the redaction is a delusion, 
and the efforts made to keep the high rate 
on lumber that could come into the coun­ 
try are disclosed. If Canadian lumber could 
come in freely, the Eastern forests wonld 
have a longer lease of life, and some pro­ 
tectionists realizing this, differ seriously 
with their high rate brethren. 
American manufacturers demand cheap 
tin, yet the proposition is to increase the 
duty, avowedly to encourage the manu­ 
facture of tin plate, which cannot be 
profitably made here. The result must be 
to increase the charge against the con­ 
sumer of all canned goods. Manufact­ 
urers of glass are indignant at the propo-K 
tion to give them but 100 instead of 120 
per cent, protection. 
Tobacconists declare that the proposition 
to double duties on their raw materials will 
enhance the cost of domestic cigars and 
stop their manufacture, because millions 
are spent for American wrappers with Ha­ 
vana fillers. The Middle Scate wrappers, 
the best grown perhaps, can no longer be 
combined with Cuban fillers, and the 
American wrapper-growers will lose the 
high price they now receive. Added to 
this comes the proposition to reduce the 
rate on imported cigars, and thus the 
Spanish export to our country will be 
doubled, and home cigar industries be cor­ 
respondingly crippled. We might con­ 
tinue citations of this kind at great length. 
Sufficient has been given to demonstrate 
that the protectionists are a divided fam­ 
ily- 
________________________ 
HORTICULTURAL INTERESTS, 
T wo bills, by Mr. Cox and Mr. Hollis­ 
ter, of a very important character, are be­ 
fore the Legislature, and relate to the pro­ 
tection of our horticultural interests from 
the attack of fruit pests and diseases. Tiie 
first requires that orchard trees and fruit 
in orchards shall be disinfected, and au in­ 
spector’s certificate procared that it has 
been done, before the removal of the fruit 
to market. Fruit boxes and packages are 
also to be cleansed, and fruit showing the 
presence of insect pests is not to be kept 
in bulk, or sold, or given away, while im­ 
ported infected fruit must be disinfected 
prior to marketing. The same regulations 
apply to fruit trees, grafts, scions, cuttings 
and plants. A Chief Horticultural Officer 
and local inspectors are charged with the 
enforcement of the law, and the inspection 
of fruit importations, and of trees infected 
that stand upon unoccupied lauds. The 
second bill erects seven Horticult­ 
ural Districts aud creates a State 
Board of Horticulture with necessary 
officers. 
It 
salaries 
the 
executive 
officer and Secretary, and provides for pay­ 
ment of counsel. This latter expense will 
probably be cut off. The Board is given 
general powers to prevent the introduc­ 
tion and spread of contagious diseases 
among fruit trees and fruit, to exiirpate 
fruit insect pests, encourage the formation 
of orchardists’ clubs, disseminate horti­ 
cultural information, appoint local inspect­ 
ors, and make rnles and regulations ade­ 
quate to the attainment of the objects 
indicated. There appears to be nothing 
in either bill exceeding those wise police 
regulations which should prevail. 
Our 
horticultural interests have greatly suffered 
for need of adequate laws for their pro­ 
tection. The work of extermination of 
fruit pests must he general. 
It cannot be 
left to individual effort. 
The neglect of 
remedial and precautionary measures in a 
single 
garden orchard may make it 
the breeding spot for frnit disease that 
will infect an entire fruit-growing region. 
It has been demonstrated that the enemies 
of fruit-growth may be defeated by proper 
inspection aud disinfection of orchards and 
fruit packages. One instance is cited of 
horticultural 
lauds appreciating from 
75 to 100 per cent, in Santa 
Clara 
county after the extermination of the 
scale, and solely because of 
that. 
Similar instances are 
cited in Los 
Angeles and 
Sacramento and Yolo 
counties. 
One gentleman, of our own 
knowledge, who paid $30,000 for an or­ 
chard in 1SSI, offered it for half that sum 
within five months afterwards, because the 
scale insect had appeared in his trees. By 
advice of the present Horticultural Board 
he expended $1,200 on the work of ex­ 
termination, and has since refused $40 000 
for the lauds. The State is asked by these 
bills to expend but $15,000 in the next two 
years to protect our orchards and fruits. 
That it will be a wise and profitable in­ 
vestment cannot bo doubted. The present 
Board of Horticulture is an offshoot of the 
Viticultura! Commission. It is proposed 
to make it independent, and give its execu­ 
tive officer? such living salaries as will en­ 
able them to traverse the State and apply 
themselves diligently and exclusively to 
duty. Some opposition has developed to 
the bills, chiefly on the part of those who 
desire to be “ let alone,” and left to de­ 
termine for themselves when their fruit is 
marketable and their orchards clean. Tneir 
opposition is m a par with that of the citi­ 
zen who 
to cleanse his premises and 
would be “ left; alone,” that bis drains and 
cesspools may poison an entire community 
The exercise of the police power asked 
is for precisely that class of people. 


CIVIL INSTRUCTION. 
The Bureau of Education, under the De­ 
partment of the Interior, has sent out 
with the commendation of Commissioner 
Eaton a paper by Vessiot, Academic In­ 
spector of Schools at Marseilles, on in­ 
struction in morals and civil government. 
The central thought of the document is 
that the teacher, without at all neglecting 
usual duty, should entertain and exemplify 
the ambition to raise up for the country 
defenders, and for the republic citizens : 
in other words, to make the love of conn 
try a matter of callare, and in this idea 
all friends of our own educational syetem 
must concnr. 
Patriotism is not mere 
vanity to have our own land snrpass an­ 
other ; it is not hatred of rival nations, 
but the love of our own. True patriotism 
is indeed the patriotism of love, and this 
should be instilled into the yontbfnl mind 
as mnch by admiration for our national vir­ 
tues, as by a candid exposition of onr na­ 
tional errors. This is whatYeseiot leads as 
to believe is needed in France, and it cer­ 
tainly is demanded here also. It mnst not 
be sapposed, however, that such instruc­ 
tion has been wholly neglected in America. 
On the contrary, many teachers have been 
faithful to it ; bnt it is not a part of onr 
system of popular education, as it should 
be. Our methods have net generally risen 
above historical recital and the veneration 
of the fathers and their deeds. Vessiot 


holds also that moral instruction must be 
combined with the civil if we would have 
the best type of citizen graduated from onr 
schools. This position he expresses very 
tersely: “ There shonld be awakened in 
the pupils, developed, fortified iu them, 
those sentiments which give dignity to 
man, honor to families, and power to 
state.” The instruction spoken of must 
not be bonnd up in formulas or maxims, 
but be found in every part of the teacher’s 
work—it should be inhaled with the very 
atmosphere of the school. The child is to 
be tanght to draw the rules and moral lawB 
from the facts which contain them ; as, 
when a reading is finished, the teacher in­ 
vites the judgment of the pnpil on tho 
actions of the characters presented in it, 
and then to apply that judgment to all 
men in like actions. The child’s decision 
is thus generalized, and he “ formulates a 
principle, discovers a law and becomes his 
own legislator, and it is rare that he errs 
as to the moral value of actions submitted 
to his judgment.” Yessiot’s paper is a val­ 
uable contribution to educational litera­ 
ture, and should have wide circulation in 
this country. 
SOLITARY CONFISRSIEST. 
his 
Governor Stoneman, in his inaugural 
message, recommended the introduction of 
solitary confinement in the State Prison 
system. If he intended to advocate the 
cellular system, and which includes con­ 
stant separation and isolation during the 
whole of the Bcntence, then he made a 
mistake. The separate system has been 
completely discredited by experience. 
It does not lend itself to reform 
methods at all, but weakens 
tbe 
prisoner’s intellectual faculties, forces him 
into a wholly unnatural state, and through 
the physically depressing effect of the isola­ 
tion upon his system, impairs his constitu­ 
tion, and not infrequently his reason. One 
of the chief fallacies underlying the soli­ 
tary system was the belief that every pris­ 
oner possessed a moral perception which, 
when he was secluded, would enable or 
compel him to reflect and meditate, and 
lead him to repent of his misdeeds. As a 
fact the criminal classes possess uo faculties 
or tendencies of the kind. YVhat is called 
crime never appears to them wrong in the 
abstract. All their lives they have been 
accustomed to a state of warfare on the 
world, and they merely regard the police 
as their natural enemies, and all possessions 
their natural prey. It is clear that you 
may lock up people who think thus for 
years, without at all improving their sense 
of their obligations to society, and 
in effect 
solitary 
confinement 
has 
utterly failed to do what was expected 
of it. And it has been practically aband­ 
oned nearly everywhere, and is at present 
only employed in the Grofton system as an 
introduction to the associate plan.' Un­ 
der the Crofton system the convict on first 
entering the prison íb isolated, and has to 
pass soma months solitary. This, however, 
is done distinctly a3 a punishment, and not 
as a direct means of reformation. If 
Governor Stoneman in recommending the 
solitary system intended only to recom­ 
mend it as it is employed in the Crofton 
system, that is another matter. 
TEE MOVEMENT OF WHISKY. 
The distillers and dealers in liquors are 
in council on grave matters now. In Ken­ 
tucky alons (10,000,000 gallons of whisky, 
valued at $120,000.000, exclusive of the 
Government tax, are stored. The distill­ 
ers ask for a two years’ extension on the 
liquor in bond, the present limit expiring 
soon. 
The withdrawals, amounting to 
nearly 20,000,000 gallons, are held on spec­ 
ulation. An extension of the bonded pe­ 
riod will increase the value 50 cents per 
gallon. By the extension the speculators 
will largely profit. An old dealer is cred­ 
ited with sayiug that the plan is to be 
pushed with renewed energy to secure the 
abolition of the internal revenue tax. Pro­ 
tectionists favor it to prevent reduction of 
duties by thus narrowing the revenue. Had 
that plan matured in 1882, 90,000,000 gal- 
Ions of whisky in bond would have been 
released, and the 00 cent tax—$81,000,000 
—lost. It was foreseen that popular de­ 
mand would have restored the tax on the 
future manufacture, and thus make a prac­ 
tical increase in the value of the released 
whisky of 90 cents a gallon, and a like in­ 
crease on that made in the interregnum. 
This scheme the speculators still hops to 
carry out, and to do so they must have 
control in politics, and that they deem 
easier attained through the Democratic 
than the Republic? n party. A Louisville 
telegram states that one of the best in­ 
formed of those pecuniarily interested has, 
in his enps, explained all the minute de­ 
tails of the scheme, involving soma very 
shrewd political calculations, and reaching 
as far as the immediate laying of wires for 
the Presidential contest, out of which is to 
come the reward for those who serve the 
interest at stake.

Dr, Wilson, a philanthropist of Ohio, 
has organized a society, with headquarters 
at Washington, D. C., to encourage and 
reward inventive genius in the production 
of appliances which will relieve suffering, 
obviate danger, lessen toil, give comfort 
and enjoyment, prevent destruction and 
waste, and benefit the mechanic arts and 
agriculture. He has a broad field in which 
to labor, and all good men will wish him 
success p-nd be pleased to learn that he ia 
receiving practical support. His first offer 
is a premium for $3.000 for the best device 
for a chair forthe use of invalids. It docs not 
appear that the society wishes to possess the 
inventions it may develop, but it simply 
aims to encourage the inventive faculty, 
direct it in a certain course and aid in the 
general adoption of its meritorious pro­ 
ducts.

The life of a good Moslem seems all in­ 
terwoven with forms and ceremonies, and 
the law of the Koran or some such sacred 
words seem forever on his lips, mixing most 
freely with all secular matters. No action, 
however trivial, may be commenced with­ 
out commending it to Allah. A Moham­ 
medan will not even light a lamp without 
blessing the name of the Prophet. Even 
the cries of the street hawkers bring in 
frequent allusions to a spiritual market, as 
when the poor water-carrier offers a cup of 
cool, refreshing drink to all passers by, 
crying aloud, “ Oh! may God reward me!” 
Whatever be the matter in hand, one of 
the company will certainly ntter some such 
reminder as “ Seinmoo,” and hie friends 
will reply, “ Bismillah,” meaning in the 
name of God. In truth, the fatalism of 
which we hear eo much seems little else 
than a strong faith ; a power of living 
calmly as in the presence of God (just as 
the strongest practical characteristic of a 
poor Hindu’s faith seems to be a simple 
submission to the will of the Almighty, 
under whatever name he may recognize 
Him). So faith or fatalism seems well nigh 
to merge, and our own Scotch expression 
of “ It wa3 been to lie” seems tolerably 
akin to the “ Kismet” of the East. I re­ 
member an old nousemaid being sorely per­ 
turbed at having knocked over and smashed 
a valuable china vase ; but a few minutes 
later she recovered her equaoimity and ex­ 
claimed, “ Weel, weel ! it had beeu lang 
i' the family, and it was been to be broke!” 
so laying this flattering unction to her soul, 
she went calmly on with her dusting. Lane, 
Bpeaking of this continual allusion to the 
providence of God, mentions that no Mos­ 
lem will speak of any future event or ac­ 
tion without adding, “ If it be the will of 
God.” He explains the cries of the night 
watchman, whose deep-toned voices re­ 
sound through the dark hours. One man 
cries, “ O Lord ! O Everlasting!” Another 
says, “ I extol tho perfection of the living 
King who sleepeth not, nor dieth.” He 
tells, too, of a mode of entertaining a party 
of guests in Cairo by the recital of a that 
inch, which means the whole of the Koran 
chanted by men hired for the occasion. 
Just imagine inviting a party in London to 
hear the whole Bible chanted as a pastime, 
with an accompaniment of pipes and coffee. 
Mr. Lane also speaks of the reverence with 
which the Holy Book ia treated—always 
placed ou some high, dean place, where no 
other book or anything else may be laid 
above it. He attributes the Mohamme­ 
dan’s dislike to printing their sacred books 
t-o the dread lest impurity should attach to 
the iuk, the paper, or, above all, lest the 
ink Bhould be applied to the holy name 
with a l^psh made of hog’s bristles. Worse 
than all, the book becoming thus common, 
is in double danger of being touched by 
infidels. This dread of dishonoring sacred 
names extends even to the 99 titles of the 
Prophet aud the names of those near of kin 
to him. Thus one man will refuse to stamp 
bis name upon his pipe bowls because it 
bears one of the names of the Prophet, 
which will thus be made to pass through 
the fire. Another mas, less scrupulous, is 
blampd because he has branded his name, 
which Í3 also a sacred name, on certain 
camels and horses. The siu thus commit­ 
ted is threefold : First, the iron brand is 
put in the fire, which is horrible sacrilege ; 
secondly, it is applied to the neck of the 
camel, causing blood to flow aDd pollute 
the sacred name ; thirdly, the camel is cer­ 
tain some day? in lying down, to rest his 
neck on something unclean. Thfa dread 
of casting holy thing t into the fire does 
not, however, seem to apply to such as can 
be consumed. A Mohammedan, finding a 
fragment of paper covered with writing, 
will burn it, so that if holy words should 
be thereon inscribed, the flames may bear 
them up and the' angels carry them to 
heaven.—[The Gentleman’s Magazine. 


THE ART OP REMEMBERING, 
A very interesting account of the won­ 
derful feats of calculation performed by 
Jacques Inaudi in Belgium was printed iu 
a letter in tbe Sun of November 20th. 
Another correspondent sends us the follow­ 
ing : The account oí the marvelous per­ 
formances by Jacques Inaudi suggests a 
few remarks upon the cultivation of tbe 
memory—the faculty of all others most ca­ 
pable of improvement. The science of 
muemonic3 is as old as the Egyptians, but 
Cicero tells us that it was first reduced to 
a system by the poet Simondies of Cos, 
about 500 B. G. The story is that he was 
called from a banquet just before the roof 
fell in and crushed the remaining guests 
beyoud recognition. Simonides identified 
the bodies by remembering their places at 
the table, and this suggested to him the as­ 
sociation of tnoughts aud words and things 
with places, images and signs. 
Petrus 
Ravenous in 1401. John Romberoh de 
Krypee in 1533, Guhemo Grataroli in 15t>2, 
Marafortius in 1702, Lambert Schenkel 
in 1009, and John Wallis in 1GIS, ail pub­ 
lished plans more or less complicated, and 
more or less useless, for assisting the mem­ 
ory. The JJemoria Technica of Richard 
Grey first puoiiahed in 1730, appears to be 
the first system of much practical value. 
Consonants represent tigureB, and are 
formed into words by connecting them 
with vowels. I remember at school form­ 
ing the initials of certain historical persons 
and events into words, and have never for 
gotten history thus learned. For example, 
tour of Marlborough’s battles, in the order 
in which they were fought, from the word 
Brom — Blenheim, Kami.Íes, Oudenarde 
and Melplaquet. The system oí Fainaigle, 
who lectured at the beginning of this cen­ 
tury, is very complicated, and requires, 
one would imagine, more 'abor for its mast­ 
ery than would suffice to impress the mat­ 
ters with which it deals at first hind upon 
the memory. Dr. Stokes, who is now 
teaching in London, is said to possess a 
simple and more practically useful system 
than any which has gone before. I beliove, 
however, that the true method of strength 
ing the memory- is to cultivate a habit of 
close and careful attention. What is read, 
heard or seen should not be dismissed in- 
staneously, but should be, as it were, re­ 
volved in the mind for a moment. Tnis 
may at first prove a little irksome, aud 
may give a certain appevance of sluggish 
apprehension, but it will not long be so, 
and tho giin will be found incalculable. 
Robert Huudln, the great French conjurer 
and magician, gives au interesting account 
of the origin of the “ second sight,” which 
he invented, and which was brought to such 
a pitch of perfection by the late Professor 
Heiler. He says that as he and his so d 
walked along the streets they would look 
at windows crowded with toys or jewelry. 
Then they would each write down as many 
articles as they could recollect having seen, 
and, goiDg back, would verify their lists. 
Very soon, he says, his son could with one 
comprehensive glance take in every article 
in a large, well-furnished window. Houdin 
theo conceived the idea of the second sight, 
prepared an elaborate system of mnemo­ 
nics, and made his fortune. Mias Heller’s 
exploits in the same line are almost incred­ 
ible. It is needless to insist upon the ex­ 
treme value of a good trustworthy mem 
ory. Petty annoyances as well as serious 
inconveniences are the result of forgetful- 
nets, and most forgetfulness is the result 
not of any organic defect or morbid condi­ 
tion, but of simple heedlessness, aud the 
habit of “ letting things in at one ear and 
out at the other.”

CURIOSITIES OF EVIDENCE. 
[Leisure Hoar ] 
When the celebrated Sergeant Hill con­ 
ducted a defense at the bar of the House 
of Lords, he propounded a question to a 
witness which the counsel on the other 
side objected to. After much had been 
said on either side, the law lords them­ 
selves disagreed, and the bar and all 
strangers were ordered to withdraw. After 
au absence of two hours they were read­ 
mitted, and the Lord Chancellor informed 
Mr. Hill that the house decided the ques­ 
tion might be put. 
“ Please yon, my 
lords,” said the Sergeant, “ it is so long 
since I asked the question that I forget 
what it was, but with your lordships' per­ 
mission I will pnt another !” 
A witness was lately called on a trial at 
the Old Bailey to prove an alibi. 
He 
solemnly swore that the prisoner on the 
night, and at the hour in question (11:25 
p. M ) was at home and in bed at a distant 
part of the parish. Nothing could shake 
his testimony, for he said he had looked at 
the clock just as the prisoner went up 
stairs, and had set the clock right with 
the church clock himself the same day, 
and it waB certainly 11:25 P. M , etc. 
“ Pray what do you make the time now ?” 
blandly asked the couneel who cross-ex­ 
amined, pointing to a great white dial over 
the dock. No answer was given. “ Don’t 
be confused—take your time. I ask you 
again—what in the time by that clock 
now 
The question was repeated several 
times, and the witness was evidently 
bound to confess that he could not tell the 
time at all. Singularly enough the clcck 
in tho Court was standing at 11:25 when 
he made this avowal. 
We remember a country witness being 
called at the assizes to prove that at a par­ 
ticular hour on a certain Dight the moon 
was shimug and at the full. There hap­ 
pened to be no almanac in Court, but the 
evidence seemed to be satisfactory, for he 
had obtained his information from “ a 
regular good London stationer's almanac.” 
The question was asked iu cross-examina­ 
tion. “ How did you obtain this London 
stationer’s almanac? Did you buy it? ” 
“ Buy it! No; my father pasted it behind 
my kitchen door nine years ago—the day I 
was married.” It need hardly be said that 
information as to the moon’s age during a 
day in the current y ear wss of little value 
irom an almanac nine years old. 
We may remark that all evidence of a 
"circum stantial” character is received 
with great caution, and no doubt rightly 
so, 011 a trial. Take, as au illustration of 
this, the evidence offered against a prisoner, 
of footmarks. Nothing is more commonly 
found than the impression of boot and 
shoes near to a murdered body, or to prem­ 
ises that have been broken into. A police­ 
man is called as a witness on the trial, who 
deposes that be took the boots off tbe pris­ 
oner on arrest; that he compared them 
with the footmarks near the place of the 
alleged crime, and that they corresponded 
in every particular. 
“ You compared 
them, I suppose,” usually asks the Judge, 
“ by placing the bools in the impressions, 
and found that they corresponded ?” “ Yes, 
my lord.” Tae answer is fatal to that 
branch of the evidence, for the placing the 
boot in the impressiom found very possibly 
caused the similarity relied upon. Tee 
prudent offiier places the prisoner’s boot 
beside tbe footprint, presses it into the 
earth, and then removing it, compares the 
impression made with the one discovered. 
We remember an amusing little circum­ 
stance occurring daring a protracted trial 
for felony in one of the midland counties a 
few years ago. A boy, entering the Court 
and making his way to the jury-box, 
banded to the officer in attendance a 
note addressed to one of the jury, the 
officer handing it, as in duty bound, to 
"his lordship on the bench.” The Judge 
—first asking permission—opened and read 
the communication. After a solemn pause 
he remarked : “ I think, sir, I had better 
not hand you this at present. Yon could 
not d o w comply with its suggestion, and it 
might distract yoar attention from the very 
serious case we are trying ” The juryman 
bowed, and the Judge carefully placed 
tbe letter between the pages of his note­ 
book, When the case concluded, about 8 
or 9 at night, said the Judge, “ There is 
your note, sir. I am afraid it will give yon 
little pleasure now.” The juror opened 
and read it, smiled, bowed, and hastily 
left the box, leaving the note behind, 
which, we trust, we were guilty of no 
great indiscretion in reading.

REGARD OF THE ANCIENTS FOR ANIMALS. 
In ancient Egypt, when a cat died in the 
house, the inbabitants shaved their eye­ 
brows ; if a dog died, they shaved their 
whole body. In Athens, one of the lawa 
of Triptokmus declared that no one had a 
right to inflict a wrong upon a living creat­ 
ure. The Greeks were aware of the tender 
and affectionate care which the young of 
the stork exhibited for their old parents, 
and recorded that, when the latter lose 
their feathers from age, the young stripped 
themselves of their down for them and fed 
them with the food they collected. This wag 
the origin of the Greek law called “ the 
law of the stork,” by virtue of which child­ 
ren were obligated to take care of their 
aged parents, and those who refused to do 
so were declared infamous. How different is 
it in our modern societies 1 Fierquin re­ 
marks with reason that, as man rise», he 
treats animals as if they were correspond­ 
ingly degraded. For a long time they bad 
the same rights. Daring the middle ages 
they weie allowed a part in religious cere­ 
monies. At Milan they figured in tbe fes­ 
tivals of the kings ; and processions of an­ 
imals appear in the bas reliefs of tho cathe­ 
drals ot Etrasburg, Mans and Vienne 
(Isere). On Holy Wednesday all the clergy 
of the church of Rueims went to 8aiat 
Rsmi to make a station there ; the canuns, 
preceded by the cross, were arranged in 
two lines, each drawing a herring af-er him 
with a cord ; and each one was intent upon 
saving his own fish, and steppmg upon tnat 
of the canon in front of bun (Anquetil, 
“ Histoire de Reims”). At Paris, the pro­ 
cession of the fox was as much enjoyed as 
tbe festival of the ass. 
The animal, 
dressed in a kind of surplice, weariug the 
miter, had his place in the midst of the 
clergy ; a fowl was put within his reach ; 
he often forgot his pious functions to spring 
upon the bird and devour it in tbe ptes- 
ence of the faithful. Philip the I’air was 
Vtry fond of this procession (Sauval, “ An­ 
tiquites de Paris”). Only a few years ago, 
the procession ol tbe fat ox remained, a 
survival from the pagau feasts, a real piece 
of wreckage from vanished civilizations. 
While the lights of animals were thus rec­ 
ognized, their duties toward man did not 
escape the earlier legislators, who severely 
punished their crimes and attempts upon 
human life. The law of Moses (Exodus, 
xxi. 23, 29) recites : " If an ox gore a man 
or a woman, that they die : then the ox 
shall be surely stoned, and his flesh shall 
not be eaten; but the owner of the ox 
shall be qnit. But if the ox were wont to 
push with his horn iu time past, and it 
hath been testified to his owner, and ha 
hath not kept him in, nut that he. hath 
killed a man or a woman, the ox shall be 
htoacd, aod bis owner also shall be put to 
death.” Judgments baaed on this princi­ 
ple are recorded at Athens and Rome. Ac­ 
cording to Plerquin, Democritus, wished an 
animal, which had occasioned some major 
damage, to be punished with death. Un­ 
der Domitian, according to the report of 
Martial, the ingratitude of a lion toward 
its master was severely panished. Cola­ 
mella aod Varro say that the ancient Ro­ 
mans regarded the ox as the companion of 
the labors of man, and that the act of kill­ 
ing one was regarded ai a homicide and 
p unshed in the same way ; and the ox en­ 
joyed the same privilege in Attioa and the 
Pe'opom.esne. 
It is also said that the 
Arabs in the mountains of Africa formerly 
cruc.tied liens, guilty of murders, upon 
trees, as warning to otitil»,—[Popijlm $c:« 
ence Monthly.

N e w Y o rk , January 13, 1883. 


The holidays over, society is indulging in the maddest whirl of its winter 
saturnalia. 
Thus far the weather has been unusually favorable to social amuse­ 
m ent and festivity. 
W e were blessed with “ a greon Christmas 
there has 
seldom been seen a bright.T, more balmy or more beautiful winter’s day than 
was New YeaCs Day, and those f a m i l i a r with consequences so congenial, are 
well aware th at Dame Fashion is never laggard in seconding weather and 
tem perature when social ecjrym ent is the consideration. 


From time to time in onr correspondence, hints iu regard to the more con­ 
ventional toilets for afternoon receptions, dioner and evenir p, have been dropped. 
Their manufacture is still lively, but as nothing very decidedly new in the

HISTORIAN OF THE PACIFIC STATES. 


Hubert Hawe Baucroft, who occupies a 
foremost piece among American historians, 
was born at Grauvilie, 0 , on the 5tn of May, 
1832, of patenta descended from a Yankee 
stock and who maintained the severtly devout 
usages of Puiitanism. 
Ju !girg from his 
future the boy took no harm from these. 
He 
attended school daring the winter acd worked 
hard iu the summer. A* 1(5 he was placed 
with hia brother-in-law, George H. Derby, ( f 
Buffalo, X. Y , to learn the trade cf book­ 
seller. In four years’ time ho had acquired ’ 
such an acquaintance with the business that 
he was intrusted by Lis empluyer with the 
task of establishing a branch store in San 
Francisco. The result of this experiment is 
seen tc-J^y iu the eminence of tno position 
occupied ry the lo jkseiliog an I publishing 
house of A L. Bancroft & Co., San Fran­ 
cisco. among the most distinguished firms in 
the United States. 
W ith a 6trrn< disposi­ 
tion for iiterary work, Mr. 15 in croft is also 
an excellent bu-iue s man, and not until the 
year 186S id he place iu his brother’s hards 
the active management of the mercantile de­ 
partment of the house, and devote himself 
SOS'Jut- ly to the fascinating occupation of 
the author. 
A t an early et -ge in his car* r Mr. Bau­ 
er ft began to collect and preserve informa­ 
tion relating to the Pacific Coast of the North 
American Continent. Begin n ig with such 
materials as he found on the shelves of the 
store in which he spent his time, and limit­ 
ing his selection to what related to Calif roía 
and Oregon exclusively, his work naturally 
ramified and extended iu scope until it had 
grown to comprehend the accumulation of 
books and manuscripts contair.ing historic 
detail of the western half of North America. 
Iu the pursuit of his useful search Mr. Ban­ 
croft made many trips East and to Europe, 
and became possessed cf invaluable material, 
sparing neither labor nor expense to make 
his collection as comprehensive and perfect as 
possible. 
By the year 1881 the Bancroft his­ 
torical library had outgrown the practicabil­ 
ity and safety against fire of its continuance 
along with the stock carried in the business. 
Accordiuidy, Mr. Bancroft bought a large lot 
in San Francisco and erected on it a two- 
stoiy and basement brick building, 40x60 
feet, ha i iron shutters made fur all it3 open­ 
ings, and removed into this 
substantial 
structure his precious collection of 1-5 000 
hooks, maps and manurcripts and 400 files of 
Pacific coast newspapers. 
Thir building is Mr. Bancroft’s literary 
workshop, wherein he is producing works 
upon subjects kindred to West Coast occur a 
tion and supplementary to his great works, 
“ The Native Races of the Pacidc States ” 
and “ History of the Pacific Statje.” To 
a ’siit him iu Lis herculean tcil of rednc’ng 
hi* unrivaled collection of material to the 
purposes of the historian, be employs a corps 
of skilled linguists ar.d literary experts— 
about thirty in number—who file away in 
a systematic manner their conciee statement 
of what they fiod ef available information. 
Mr. Baucroft is not a dry-as-dnst compiler. 
Oa the contrary, bis books are as readable as 
they are trustworthy and exhaustive; and 
their author has achieved that high rank 
among historians due to completeness of in­ 
formation, nntiring assiduity and cure, and 
that comprehensive scope of intellectual vision 
and warmth of imagination and sympathy, 
without which the most indefatigable in­ 
dustry is inadequate to the production of his­ 
tory which will be read and will live.

T h e o lo g y . 
In answer to the question, “ W hat are 
"the leading differences between the new 
aud the old theology ?” addressed to the 
Christian Union, Dr. Lyman Abbott, who 
is in full sympathy with w hat may be 
term ed “ the new theology,” or “ advanced 
religions thought,” replies editorially as 
jfollows : 
That is a question which cannot be an­ 
swered in a paragraph. 
The old theology 
can be defined because it is formed ; the 
new theology cannot be defined, because it 
is forming. 
W e may, however, indicate 
the contrasts somewhat as follows : The 
old theology regarded God as ruling nature 
from without, the new as controlling it 
from w ithin; the old regarded God as gov­ 
erning man from without, the new as 
dwelling in him ; the old regarded m ira­ 
cles as a violation of nature’s laws, the new 
as a divine infiuence in m an ; the old 
thought it wholly exceptional, the ne>v 
thinks it only an exceptional form cf 
a universal phenomenon ; the old feared 
God as a king, the new reverences him as 
a father ; the old regarded punishment as 
stripes inflicted by God on man, the new 
as death wrought by sin in man ; the old 
thought of it as future, the new is con­ 
scious of it as present ; the old feared pun­ 
ishment more, the new dreads sin more ; 
the old believed in a theory of the atone­ 
ment, the new has faith in the forgiveness 
of sins ; the old emphasized the supposed 
effect of Christ’s death on God, the new its 
manifest effect on m an; the old governed 
men by law, penalty, fear, the new by 
faith, hope, love ; the old offered carefully 
formulated definitions of God—the Father, 
the Son, the Holy Spirit, the new rever­ 
ences him as transcending all definition ; j 
the old had confidence in theology, the 
new has faith in relieion ; the old is a 
creed, the new is a life ; the old is clear- 
cut and cold, the new is nebulous and 
warm. 
Yet, like all antitheses, this antitheses 
literally accepted would be misleading. 
The old theology in the hands of its great 
masters was in their day the new theology. 
I t was nebulous and warm ; it was a faith 
more than a belief, a life more than a creed, 
an experience of God more than a psychol­ 
ogy of his natnre, a humble acceptance of 
the forgiveness of sins more than a dog­ 
m atic theory of the atonement, a dread of 


The latest novelty in upper mantel deco­ 
ration consists in the insertion of a broad 
band of figured plush between the elaborate 
carving at the top and the framework 
which supports the shelves. 
The color of 
the piusn is determined by the tone of 
wall paper in the room. 
Gddly-shaped tables are much in vogue. 
Many of them are rounded in front and 
straight at the 
back, supported upon 
twisted spiral columns or by a half-recum­ 
bent figure forming a pedestal. 
Others in 
white enamel and gold have deeply-carved 
feet, representing claws. 
Latterly, the ornamental stoves which 
are so popular for reception-rooniB have re­ 
ceived additional decoration by the intro­ 
duction of medallions and circular tiles, 
and in many instances of continuous raised 
desigu in enamel, which appears interlaced 
w ith the ornamental brass or iron woik. 
A fireplace for spacious open halls is 
made iu im itation of the old fashioned red 
brick fireplaces found in English manor 
houses. 
U pright brass posts, with orna­ 
mental knobs, surmount the comers of the 
mantel, and, if the structure continues, as 
it often does, to the ceiling, are placed 
upon alternate shelves. 
A quaint design for a library curtain is 
an owl with wiee eyes seated upon a pile 
of books, while for a bordering a Grecian 
lamp alternates with Greek characters sig­ 
nify ing “ I w rite.” 
It is intended to be 
worked in outline stitch in silks or crewels. 
This, if carried out upon some plain mate­ 
rial, would look well as a banging in front 
of book shelves. 
The handsomest center-piece for a small 
dinner table is a deeply-cut crystal globe, 
which catches and transmits every ray of 
light. 
It is furnished with a cover of open 
brasa work for the purpose of holding each 
flower iu place, and if filled with deep- 
colored roses or scarlet geraniums and 
green leaves, makes the most effective dec­ 
oration than can be imagined. 
The substitution of rugs for stair car­ 
pets has not met with much appreciation 
from the general public, and yet there is a 
good deal to be said in favor of the fashion. 
Stair carpets invariably wear out at the 
edge of the stair at first, and never look 
well when they are turned round. 
The 
narrow rag upon each step is, of course, 
spared the rubbing which so soon results in 
ehabbines8. 
G reat attention is now paid to the d?c- 
oration of lamps and globes. 
Colored de­ 
signs of wreaths or flowers are especially 
suitable for the latter, and they are as read­ 
ily painted upon glass as upon china, but it 
is less easy to hav-6 them burnt in. 
The 
colors, however, will last quite a long time 
if simply laid on and left to dry. 
When 
they fade there is no difficulty iu replacing 
them. 
Small panels to place upon table, mantel 
or bracket are very easily painted. N atural 
wood, susceptible of high polish, will be 
best for the purpose, aed natural colors, as 
far a3 possible, should be selected for the 
painting. 
Such panels look remarkably 
well in pairs—one, for example, represent­ 
ing summer, with a design of rosebuds and 
forget-me-nots ; another, autumn, with its 
many-tinted leaves. 
A new style of window shade has been 
introduced into the Queen’s apartments at 
Balmoral, and is likely to become generally 
popular. 
The shade is of open work em­ 
broidery upon fine linen, the interstices 
being cut away, and it is lined with colored 
silk, which shows through the embroidery. 
The effect is very handsome, and this style 
of shade íb a decided improvement upon 
those of blank white linen. 
A t a recent dinner in a wealthy New 
York home a novelty was intioduced into 
the covering of the table by the substitu­ 
tion of a wide stripe of crimson plash down 
the centre and narrower strips of linen at 
each side, instead of the orthodox table­ 
cloth. 
The flowers and desert were all 
arranged down the length of the table 
upon the plush, and the linen strips were 
all removed for the desert, showing a ma­ 
hogany table in the highest degree of 
poiish. 
This innovation will hardly be­ 
come general, but the fashion of serving 
dtsert upon the table itself is becoming 
general. 
The interior scene of I/’onata’a house in 
Mr. Irving’s revival of " Much Ado About 
N othing,” is said to be very warm and 
rich in color, with the Venetian rad walls, 
patterned in gold, the gold-colored plenish­ 
ings, the broidered curtaius, the macsy 
brass vases, from which spring dark green 
palms. 
The church scene is a very won­ 
der of illusion ; in front is the high aitar 
set with lights, and with white Annuncia­ 
tion lilies for the bridal, while the steps in 
front ate strewn with a wealth of flowers 
dcwu to the altar rail of wrought and gilt 
metal, over part of which is thrown a rich 
drapery of mingled green and gold. 
Be­ 
yond the altar screen, with its sculptured 
figures, is seen the gleam of the stained 
glass windows above, falling faintly on the 
little acolytes in their red robes tending at 
the altar. 
A writer in San Francisco thinks Cali­ 
fornia the home of esthetic art. 
He says : 
“ W hat is the use of living in the richest 
natural country on the hemisphere unless 
polished woods, rich metals and stones 
are to be of use ? Quantities of San Do­ 
mingo and Fort W ingate pottery, of grace­ 
ful shape and decoration ; exquisite Alaska 
carving in black, polished slate, and In ­ 
dian curios, fill shelves tufted with feather- 
wcrk aud crested with quiver and arrows. 
Fine pueblo baskets, woven to hold water, 
are filled with roses bedded in damp sponge 
and windows screened with thio green and 
crimson silk across the lower half ; above 
the curtaius of ecru lace, which are fes­ 
tooned with pale, embroidered headings. 
W hat is the use of sending across the 
water for Smyrna and Arabic hangings 
when the fine Navajo rugs, iu texture and 
color, compare with Esstern work, a hun­ 
dred dollars’ worth of merino wool goes to 
make a single blanket Í” 
The following were the barvest-ftsfival 
decorations of a small church in an agri­ 
cultural village : The front was diessed 
with white clematis and pyracanthus ber. 
ries, and two sheaves of corn stood by the 
entrance. 
The windows were filled with 
littie 3heaves of corn, the spaces being re­ 
lieved 
with scarlet and 
bine 
flowers 
and white marguerites. 
The lectern was 
decorated with small apples and leaves, 
and at the base was a group of large m ar­ 
rows and fruit, interspersed with beet-root 
and the feathery foliage of carrots, Against 
the walls, from wbich spring the crian cel 
arch, poles of hops leant, just as they came 
from the hop garden, and long trails of 
blackberries drooped from the capitals. 
The pulpit was dressed with corn and soar- 
let and blue flowers. 
A sheaf of corn as 
brought from the fields stood on each side 
of the entrance to the chancel. 
On each 
side of the lower step to the altar, two 
sheaves of wheat. 
On the altar was a line 
of white grapes, corn and bonqnets of com 
and scarlet. 
Along the top of the reredos, 
on each side, were laurel wreaths.

80 ME HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 
MISCELLANEOUS. 
HOTELS AND BESTAUSANTc, 
MISCELLANEOUS. 
Lemons mav be kept fresh for a long 
time in a jar of water, changing the water 
every morning. 
Lamp-shades of ground glass should he 
cleansed with soap or pearl-ash ; these will 
not injure or discohr them. 
Soaking calico just previous to the first 
wasoiug in a strong eolation of either salt 
or alum is excellent to preserve the color. 
To take the brown discolorations off of 
caps in which custards are baked, rub 
with damp tlaunel dipped iu the best w hit­ 
ing. 
An English lady, writing about cookery, 
and giving advice in regard to wholesome­ 
ness, says : “ Avoid all cookiDg media that 
are sour, and thus cheat the doctor.” 
To clean white-knitted garments, take 
those not needing washing, being only 
slightly soiled, place them in a pillow case 
one at a time, sprinkle dour through it, 
aad shake well, until it looks as bright as 
new. 
Borax is excellent to wash flannels 
with, dissolved in lukewarm water. 
To make cologne water, take a pint of 
alcohol and put in thirty drops of oil of 
lemon, thirty of bergamot and half a gill 
of water. 
If m utk or lavender íb desired, 
add the same quantity of each. 
The oils 
should be pat in the alcohol and shaken 
well before the water is added. 
Bottle it 
for use. 
To make sweet potato waflies, mix to a 
smooth batter half a cupful of sweet po­ 
tato, boiled and mashed, four tablespoon­ 
fuls of fljur, one each of butter and sugar, 
oue salt-spoonfulof salt and a pint of milk ; 
hake the batter at once in a hot wsdle-iron. 
Or, if no iron is available, the hatter may 
he baked on a griddle, in the form of cakes. 
To make doughnuts, set a sponge with 
one quart of milk, as for bread. 
After it 
rises, work into it seven eggs, quarter of a 
pound of butter, half a pound of su g ar; 
knead well, aud let it rise again. 
If you 
choose you may put a little cinnamon in 
the dough. 
W hen very light, roll out the 
dough, cut into squares with a paste-cutter, 
and slit each square two or three times 
down the middle. 
Fry in boiling lard, 
drain thoroughly, and sprinkle powdered 
sugar over them. 
Doughnuts made from 
this recipe have a good, old-fashioned taste. 
To preserve eggs with salicylic acid, the 
following method is recomn ended : Dis­ 
solve a tablespoonful of the acid in a gallon 
of boiling water. 
Of course, if a greater 
quantity of water is required, the ncid 
must be increased in proportion. 
W hen 
the solution is cold it is poured over the 
egge, which are packed in a clean keg or 
barrel. 
A few small hoards placed on top 
of the eggs will prevent them from rising. 
The top of the vessel must be covered witn 
a cloth to keep out dust. 
Eggs so treated 
have been found to keep for months. They 
m ast be used, however, immediately alter 
being taken oat of the solution. 
To prepare fried beefsteak and oysters, 
remove all bits of Bhell from a pint bf 
large eysters aDd cover them with flour 
seasoned with salt and pepper ; cut a pound 
of lean, tender beefsteak in pit ces about 
the size ot the oysters, and roll them also j 
in a seasoned flour ; have ready on the tire 
a frying kettle half full of smoking hot 
f a t; put the pieces of beefsteak first into 
the hot fat and quickly fry them brown ; 
then with a skimmer take the meat up and 
lay it on a hot pan covered with brown 
paper ; quickly fry the oysters in the same 
fat, letting them remain for a moment on 
brown paper when done, to free them from 
fat, and then serve them on the dish with 
the beefsteak. 
A lemon cut in quarters ' 
and served with the beefsteak and oyBters 
improves the dish. 
Miss Juliet Corson’s recipe for New Or­ 
leans tomato coop is as follows : Peel and i 
slice two quarts of fresh tomatoes ; take 
from a bulb of garlic one of the cloves or 
small sections into which it is divided, re­ 
move the tough skin, bruise the clove by 
strikiug it under a heavy knife blade, aud 
put it with the tomatoes ; peel aDd slice a 
medium-sized onion, and try it brown in 
the bottom of the soup kettle with a table­ 
spoonful of butter ; then put in the toma­ 
toes sod garlic, add a pint of boiling water, 
two tea9poonfuls of salt, quarter of a ealt- 
spoouful of pepper and a email red pepper ; 
put the soup kettle over the tire wnere its 
contents will simmer Blowly for two hours. 
Then pour the soup through a sieve, press­ 
ing the tomatoes through with a wooden 
spoon or tomato masher ; put the soup into 
a tureen with a cupful of rice boiled so that 
the grams are separate, and serve it hot. 
To prepare the rice for the soup, pick over 
about a third of a cupful, wash it well in 
plenty of cold water, put it into plenty of 
salted boiliog water, aud boil it last until 
the grains begin to burst, which will be in 
about tw enty minutes ; then throw it into 
a colander to drain, aud it will be ready to

THE LEGISLATURE. 
I 


As Act.va Day’s Work—SlickeM la the 
Assembly—Tha Sunday Law in tbe Sen­ 
ate 
Yesterday was a busy one in both houses of the 
Legislature. The Senate, in a ra ú l and orderly 
manner, aent thr iu.'h the business before it, and 
at noon adjourned. Its fession opened at 10 a. u ., 
with President pro tem. Dei Valle presiding. 
Lynch, from the Committee on Commerce and 
Navigation, reported adversely to the appointment 
of a special joint co nmittee to investigate the 
charges for pnotage, etc., in 'an Franci-cr haroor, 
boldi ig that it was th e duty of th e C o m m itte e on 
Commerce and Navigation to in v e s tig a te th a t m a t- 
^1*Crow, from the Committee od Judiciary, reported 
back hila, with recommendations as follower 
Amending the Civil Code, relating to bequests and 
devises—paa-a^e; to amend Section 64 < of the 
C.KÍ3 of C vil Procedure, relating to bills of excep­ 
tions- p u-age as amended; to amend Section 6 5 
of the Co e of C’.vil Procedure, in relation to 
cases re-erve<l for argument tr further consid­ 
eration— d > not pa!8 
to amend an Act in rela­ 
tion to foreijn corp rations—parage as atended; 
to authorise the ira asurar of toe State to pay out 
certain money {«id into the Treasury under an Act 
entitled an Act to promete drait age—than it be re­ 
ferred to the Commirtee on Claim-*; to regulate the 
sale of oleomargarine, and t » cause the same to be 
easily d»st;i guidied—tnat it be referred to the Com­ 
mittee on Agriculture; to pay the salary of the re­ 
porter of <i- cisiona of the ounreme C *urt, for the 
per.oJ elapsing from January 7th to July 1, ibS)— 
that it be referred to the Committee on Claims ; 
granting relief to taxpayers whose lands have been 
gold to th i átate- pa*8ige as amended. 
The racomiLendaiions of the committee in regard 
ta the reference or bills toother committ3es were 
ad *pted. 
Perry introduced an amendment tc the Conatitu 
tion making it compulsory on the (Superintendent 
of Public Instruction and all the County feuperin- 
tendents to establish a uniform system of text 
bowks, and cause the same to be published and dis­ 
tributed irte of cost; also two bills in regard to the 
National Guard ; Baldwin, a bill providing for re­ 
payment of assessments in swamp land districts, 
and a hi 1 in relation to the colhction of property 
taxes and redemption from sales thereof; also a bill 
to declare a branch of San Joaquiu river called 
Middle river not navigable ; Reddy, a bill to repeal 
the Act providing for au additional Superior Court 
in the coil >ty of Alono; Taylor introduced an Act 
amending the Code in relation to the School-Oensus 
M arshal; Spencar of Napa, to amend the Code in 
relation to elections and registration of voters, and 
an amtnduieut to the Constitution ; Kelly of San 
Francisco, to regulate the hours of labor on work 
done for the State. 
Sullivan introduced three bills in the Senate to 
provide for a uniform system of text-books to be 
used in the public schools, and for their printing 
and free distribution. Tue first provides that a 
uniform system of text-books for use in the public 
schools shall be devised by a special Board, known 
as a Board for the C< mpilation of Text-hooka. It 
shall be composed of the Governor, the Superin­ 
tendent of Public Instruction, the Principal of the 
State Normal School and the Superintendent of 
Sch ols of each county in the State. The Governor 
shall be Pre-ident, and the Superintendent of Pub­ 
lic Instruction Secretary of the Board. Thirty days 
after this Act become3 a law the Board shall meet 
in the city of San Francisco, at the call of the Sec­ 
retary. The Board will have power to select t«**t- 
b»oka to b? U9ed iu all the public schools of the 
State ; provided the IocaI Boards of Education in 
each county Bh.ill first adopt said text books; to 
advertise fur and make terms with the authors of 
text-books for the sa'e of their rights to the State 
of California, and to deliver ihe text books agreed 
upon to the Stute Printer, whose duty it shall be to 
print c pies of the same and hold subject to the 
order of the Board. The pay of the member i shall 
be the same as allowed members of the Legislature 
for mileage and actual attendance. The tiuie to 
which the Board shall be limited is sixty days. 
After selecting text l>ooks and examining the copy­ 
right the b .oka shall be delivered tn the State 
Printer and the Board adjourn sine die. A revision 
of the text books shall not take place for eight 
years after the aijournnient of the Board. The 
supplemental bills simply provide for printing and 
free distribution, as indicated by their titles. 
D.l Valle intri*duced bills appropriating money 
for the completion of the Branch Normal School 
building at Los AngeLs and for the improvement of 
the ground-i around sa5d building ; and for the sup­ 
port of aged and indigent persons residing in the 
Veterans’ II >me 
Dougherty introduced \ bill granting the Boards 
of Health in cities and counties the power to regu­ 
late the plumbing and drainage of buildings. 
S. B. 7, repealing the Sunday law, came up on 
second reading. Whicney offered as an amendment 
Section 29'.* as it now stands, leaving out the words 
“ or salo ms ” lie explained that this would close 
up all place 3 of amusemeuts where liquors were 
Bold, except sdoons. 
Cross said that there was already on the statute 
hooks laws which provide a penalty for any of the 
things waived in the amendment u. on any day of 
the week, therefore it was not necessary to make a 
law 8{»ecially for Sunday. 
The amendment was lost by a vote of 9 ayes to 25 
noes- Routier voting with the Democrats. 
Whitney then proposed another amendment, pro­ 
hibiting noisy ar.d barbarous amusements—such as 
bearffights, bull tighis, cock fights, etc., but allow­ 
ing theatrical and operatic amusements. 
Cross said that there was already a law which pro­ 
vides that each of these acts are misdtmeanors, if 
committed upon any day of the week, and contend­ 
ed that there was no reason for a special provision 
prohibiting them on Sunday. 
Perry took the same ground. 
The amendment was lost by a vcte of C ayes to 
28 noes. 
Whitney then offered a substitute for the bill, 
Striking out the words “ or saloon” in the preseut 
Sections 299 and 300, and amending Section 301 so 
that saloons may keep open from 12 o’clock noon 
until 9 o’clock r. m., and allowing beer gardens to 
keep open 
at all hours. 
He urged that

and 
in some other countries, compelling the closing of 
saloons during the hours usually devoted to religious 
worship. It seemed to him that something was due 
to that clas! of people who, without pay and for the 
higher motives of philanthropy and morality, en­ 
deavor to fos.er all those virtues which go to make 
any State happy, prosperous aud worthy. He be­ 
lieved that his amendment conceded to the German 
citizens all that they desired, by allowing beer gar­ 
dens and places of ..ut-door amusement to be kept 
open at all hours. He thought that this would suit 
a majority of the people of the State. He did not 
understand that this was the only subject upon 
which the Democratic party was pledged. 
He 
hoped that when they came to Seuator McClure’s 
civil service bill they would earrv out their pledge 
as faithfully as they were doing iu regard 
to the Sunday law. He simply asked in behalf of 
the moral pe »ple of the átate that there shall be 
some regard paid to their wishes. ILs amendment 
provi e 1 that pers-ma might carry on their usual 
business on Sunday provi 'ed that in so doing they 
did not disturb persons engaged iu worship in their 
usual p aces of worship lie thought the provisions 
of the pubstituic fair, and that it ought to receive 
the support of the Senate. 
The substitute was voted down by a vote of 9 
ayes to 27 noes, and the bill was ordered engrossed. 
The Senate went ii.to executive session, and con­ 
firmed the appointments of Governor Stone man, of 
E. U. Woolsey as Trusteo of the Deaf, Dumb aud 
Blind Asylum, and John C. B >ggs as átate Prison 
Director. 
w hitney entered a protest against, the confirma 
tion of Wo- lsey, saying that it would give great 
die^ifcisfaction. 
Taylor introduced a concurrent resolution autho­ 
rizing the Governor to fix the compensation of John 
Mullen, agent of the State in the m atter of t ie col­ 
lection of the Modoc War Claims, etc., at 25 per 
ceut. of the amount collected thereon. Jt was re­ 
ferred t • the Committee on Federa! Uclatioiis. 
On rnotiou of Dudley, $60Q was voted out of the 
contingent fund of the Senate to purchase anno­ 
tated Codes for the use o' the member**. 
Reddy introduced a resolution authorizing the 
Committee on State Prisons to send for p rsons and 
papers, take testimony, and employ an expert, Ser- 
geant-at-Am s and rhorthand reporter. 
Vrooman opposed the resolution, aud Reddy and 
Perry sp »ke iu f xvor of it. It was adopted by a 
vote of 27 ayes to 8 noes. 
Several bit s by McClure, amending the Codes, 
were r a ’ a third time and passed. 
At 12 o’clock the Senate adjour ed. 
Yesterday's work in the Aff-cmbly was a long and 
tedious one, and it was not finished until 4 o’clock 
P. M.Bills were introduced by Brown, to provide for 
the improvement <*f streets, courts, places, lanes, 
alleys and sidewalks, and the construction of sewers 
with n municipalities; by Sinon, for the aopoiut- 
m ent of t Jerks in Justices* Courts ; by Heath, to 
provide for the classification of municipal corpora­ 
tions in this Statu into eight classes; by Wharton, 
for the incorporation of dioceses ; by Brown, com­ 
pelling dcnti ts to have diplomas; by Bibb, defin­ 
ing the clciks’ duties in registering the n& nrsof 
voters, aud compel ir,g street railroad companies to 
furnish serta or n t collect fares. 
A. B. 40 by Cutter, to amend Section 3S2 of the 
Code of Civil Procedure relating to parties to ac­ 
tions, camo up ou the ge 'tral file for firs: reading. 
It amends the section 90 as to re.ul an follows : 
“ Section 882. Of the parties to the action, those 
who are united in interest must be joined as plain­ 
tiffs or defendants; but if the consent of any one 
who should have been joined as plaintiff cannot be 
obtained, he may be made a defendant, the reason 
thereof being stated in the com plaiut; and, wneu 
the question is one of a common or grgieral interest 
of many persons, or when the parties are numerous 
and it is impracticable to bring them all before the 
Court, one «»r m-*re may sue or defend for the bene­ 
fit of all. In actions to abate a nuisance, where no 
damages are chimed, or for an injunction to pre­ 
vent the commissi n or continuance of acts creating 
a uuiean-f, all persona contributing to the creation 
of or eor.tinnance of the nuisance comp.ained of 
may be joined as defendants ” 
The Judiciary Committee had been divided In 
th*ir report on the bill, three favoring its passage 
and t n oppo-ing it. The question being on tne 
first reading of the bill, quite an animated discus­ 
sion took place. 
Cutter spoke at considerable length on the merits 
of the bill, claiming that it involved the best inter­ 
est* of the whole Sacramento valley. He consid­ 
ered it or.e of the most important bills that wouid 
be considered at this sessiou of the Legislature, and 
that under it all difficulties could be settled. The 
Keves ctee had been decided by the Su.rem e Court 
against the people of the valley on the ground that 
no more than one defendant c-uid be joined iu oue 
action. This bill was intended to remedy that de­ 
fect ia the law. Under the present law a great river 
was being filled up, farras were being destroyed, and 
the Bav of San Francisco b.ing rapidly wiped out. 
If this bill wa* not pissed the result would be the 
destruction of the city of Marysville aud of the Sac­ 
ramento valley. Every vote against the bill would 
be a vote in lavor of the destruction of the counties 
of Sutter, Yolo and Sacramento, the r in 
of the commerce of the city of San Francisco, 
and the destruction of millions of dollars 
worth of taxable property. Those parts of the State 
not affected bvthe flow of debns from the mines 
were still deeply interested in this question, be­ 
cause if taxable property is destr yed, the tax -s all 
over the St.tu will be increased. The people of the 
Sacramento valley asked that the hydraulic miners 
be made to meet the issue squarely. The object of 
ihe biil was to prevent delay. If Judge Sawyer de. i 


died in the cases now pending, that under the com­ 
mon law parties may be joined in acti ns of this 
kird then the law would not be necessary. A *ew 
rears ago a few imp.cunmus fanners banded to 
i/etber and raided a small amount of money to carry- 
on suits against the miners. Now, there are five coun­ 
ties that bad banded together, as a m atter of life 
and d a h in demanding this action. The valley 
people could not afford to wait for Judge Sawyer’s 
dedsion. There waa danger of a fl x>d coming at any­ 
time that might cover the lan^a of the valley with 
debris. He urged also th rt in the event of ’he de- 
rtru‘ -mn of the navi ation of the Sacramento river, 
competition would be removed, and the railroads 
could con-rol the entire carrying trade. 
Campbe 1 of Sonoma eai tr at while he had re­ 
ported adversely t » the bill, he would favor its first 
re-ding in order that there might be a full discus­ 
sion of it. 
Farley oprosed the first reading of the bill, and 
said that it w- uld destroy one of the great st indus 
trie* of the State. It meant the confiscation of the 
propertv of the miners by allowing oue man to 
bring into an actum every niuer in the State. If it 
w*a limit e l to the joinder of miners operating ou 
one stream in one county, the milling men would 
not oppose it. 
. . 
. 
Rvan of Sacramento asked that the bill be allowed 
a first residing. He said that the people of the Sac­ 
ramento valley deaired to have this bill passed os a 
speedy remedy. He could not see why the Legisla­ 
ture should desire to compel the people of the 
v alley to bring forty suits where one would answer 
the name purpose. 
, . 
Leverson favored the bill as correct in principle 
and applicable to all nuisances. It was a wise and 
just law, and had been recognized as such for two 
thousand years in other countries. 
Bo* th of áan Francisco had j uned with the ma 
jorityufthe commit ee in reporting adversely to 
the bill, but he should favor its first reading, if it 
was proposed to amend it so as to remove some 
objectionable features, and still afford a remedy to 
the farmers, he would fav*.»r its passage. 
Granger of Butte said that he came from a section 
of the State where the people were nearly equally 
diviled on this que-ttoo. He would vote for the 
first reading of the bill, in the hope that it would be 
so amended on * eoond 
reading as to do 
justice 
to both sides. 
He hoped that the 
Assembly 
could 
agree upon 
some 
plan 
which would do jusrice to both the great interests 
of mining and agriculture. The people of his 
county elected their representatives on the supposi­ 
tion that the debris question was going to be settled 
by the Courts. The micers were now in accord with 
the principle that all must take care of their own, 
so as not to interfere with the rights of others. He 
desired to see an amendment adopted that tboss in 
one county, on one particular stream, could be made 
defendant! in one action. 
Caminetti said that the bill was reported again«t 
by the Committee on Judiciary on purely legal 
grounds. It was impracticable and unjust, because 
it |>ermitted a person to be made a party defendant 
even it he were not engaged in mining. 
Sinon said that the Constitution of the State and 
of the United States guaranteed to all citizens cer­ 
tain inalieuable rights, and this bill was to al ow 
the farmers of the valley to preserve their rights 
by going into the Courts and having justice meted 
out to them. He deprecated tlie action of the ma­ 
jority of the Committee on Judiciary in not recom- 
m etding amendment! if their obj.ctions to the bill 
were to the form and not to the principle. As an 
illustration, he said that the miners had no more 
right to pour down their debris upon the land9 of 
the people in the valley, than he w ould have to go 
upon Telegraph Hill in 8an Francisco with a fire 
engine and wash clown that hill upon the property 
of those below. 
Irwin said, without reference to the effect it will 
have on hydraulic mining, that it ooens up other 
classes of litigation. If an action is brought under 
this bill it will include every mine in the State - 
quartz, scam or gravel. Actions can be brought in 
Sacrameuto county injuring parties in Siskiyou, El 
Dorado or any other county iu the State. It makes 
no distinction whether the matter is large or small. 
It may be a large corpo-atiou or a poor man barely 
eking out an existence for his family, and unable to 
attend the Courts or defend himself in the action. 
Still a default will be entered, and he will be per 
petually enjoined. He opposed it as a species of 
class legislation. 
Cutter said that the bill did not contemplate suits 
against any but hydraulic miners. Judge Temple’s 
decision had declared tailing into a river to be a 
public nuisance, and the miners had not earned it 
into the Supreme Court because they knew they had 
no case. 
Mathews said he would favor the first reading of 
the bill, and would support it hereafter if it was 
amended in some particulars, it aos a question 
that ought to be met at this session of the Legisla­ 
ture.Lewison sa»d that the slickens question was not 
properly before the Assembly.. The committee had 
reported ten to three against this bill purely ou 
legal grounds. The author of the bill was attem pt­ 
ing to mislead the House, and had tacked his 
amendment on to the wrong section of the Code. 
Johnson sail that he represented an agricultural 
county, and his sympathies were with the akrieuh- 
ural interests of the State. He was 4 member of 
the committee, and objected to the bill because it 
enabled the farmers to throw a drag-net all ove" the 
State and bring every miner into oue suit. The ag­ 
riculturists have the right to dav to bring *:11 the 
suits they desire. Under this bill every miner en­ 
gaged on any river whoae waters empty into the bay 
of 'Sxn Francisco could be joined in one suit and 
dragged to San Francisco or Sacramento to defend a 
suit brought by one s-r.all farmer. A bill to permit 
persons having no comir unity of interest or con :ert 
of action to be joined in one suit was a thing un­ 
heard of in common law. He would favor the first 
reading of the bill. 
Terry moved the previous question, and it was or­ 
dered. 
The Assembly decided to read the bill a first time 
by a vote of 65 to 2—Farley aud Lewison voting in 
the negative. 
The Assembly then took a recesa unt 1 2 P. M. 
In the afternoon a large number of bills were read 
a first time without ciscustion until A. B. 67, to 
amend the law relating to pereons of unbound mind, 
by Levereon, was reached. The author of the bill 
said he believed he could convince the Assembly in 
a few words that the bill should pass, notwithstand­ 
ing the recommendation of the Committee on Ju ­ 
diciary that it do not pass. He 9 tid that the bill 
was designed to put an end to the insanity law by 
which rich murderers can almost always escape the 
punishment due to the offense. The substance of his 
till w.w that if an insane man commits a murder or 
othtr crime he shall be sent to a lunatic asylum. If, 
on the other hand, he is not irsane, he must be 
tried for his crime. The bill was read the first time. 
Ryan’s bill allowing a married]woman to act as 
administratrix came up on second reading. The 
Committee on Judiciary reported a substitute pro­ 
viding that a married woman may be appointed ad­ 
ministratrix of an estate where she is the solo heir. 
Mr. Ryan spoke earnestly in furor of his bill oh 
introduced and against the substitute offered by the 
Committee on Judiciary, and the Assembly sus 
tamed him by voting down the substitute and order­ 
ing the .original bill read a second lime and en­ 
grossed. 
Murdock offered a concurrent resolution provid­ 
ing that the present session of the Legislature shall 
c msist of sixty working days, snd that Sunday 
shall not be counted in calculating the p«r diem of 
numbers »nd employes. Referred to the Commit­ 
tee on Judiciary. 
Various committees made reports. 
Storke introduced a biil for the orga^izition of 
muuic pal corp «rations. 
L verson introduced a bill to amend the Act to 
regulate the p-actice of medicine, aud twelve 
amendment! to the Con-tilution. 
Sinon introduced a bill providing for the payment 
of the cjaim of Daniel McNeal. 
I he Assembly took up and passed the Senate con­ 
current resolution direc ing the State Engineer to 
proceed immediately to the State Asylum for Deaf, 
Dumb and B ind, and the State University, and re­ 
port a plan for the disposition of the sewage of 
those in-titutions. 
A B 27, by Terry, providing the manner in which 
preferred labor claims may be disputed,was re trie d 
correctly engrossed, read third time and pass.d. 
A s.', A B. 151, by Giu**sail, making an appropria­ 
tion for the support of the State Printing Office for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1883. 
At 4 o’clock p. M. tee Assembly adjourned.

It is 
one rale of the “ Swedish movement” sys­ 
tem, and, as motion warmth is much better 
than tire warming, persons who suffer with 
cold feet at night can try this plan just be­ 
fore retiring to rest.

THE DANGERS OF ELECTRIC LIGHTING 
la the mill malual m»uraace companies 
in New England there were sixty-one es­ 
tablishments lighted by electricity up to 
last May. With few exceptions the lights 
had not been in use previous to the fall of 
1SS1, and many had been started early in 
the spring. In these sixty-one establish­ 
ments Mr. C. J. H. Woodbury records 
twenty-two fires due to electric lighting, 
and assignable to the following causes : 
Eight were from globules of melted copper 
or hot carbon falling out from the bottom 
of the globes. The actual number of fires 
from this cause was probably many times 
this number. This class of fires will not 
continue to happen, as all makers now set 
their lamp globes in a tight stand with a 
ridge aronnd the edge. A fiat plate will 
not answer the purpose, as there was one 
instance where drops of melted copper 
rolled off and set a tire. Four fires were 
due to leaking water or washing floors, and 
two more were caused by water in a dye- 
house condensing on the building to which 
uninsulated wires were fastened. In most 
of these instanced a grounded circuit 
formed one of the two connections neces­ 
sary to divert the electricity from the 
wires. Many of the lower carbons fell 
from lamps, and five fires were caused 
where they fell upon combustible material. 
Three fires were caused by cross arcs 
from one wire to 
another, where 
uninsulated 
wires 
were 
fastened 
against conductors. 
In one instance, 
the conductor was formed by dnst 
settling upon uninsulated wires, and on a 
damp day it absorbed enough moisture to 
form a path for the formation of a cross­ 
arc, which started a slight tire. Iu another 
instance, the wires were fastened to a damp 
beam, which was decayed, and was bnrned 
nearly in two by the smoldering fire. Aud 
in a third instance, damp brick-work in a 
tunnel was a sufficient conductor to estab­ 
lish an arc, which did cot do any material 
damage there, but injured the dynamo. 
Two tires were caused by improper 
switches : two by water reaching the wires 
of a circuit already grounded ; aud one 
from wires coming in contact with a build­ 
ing, so that their insulation was worn 
away. Electricity forms the Eafest method 
of illumination when the following pre­ 
cautions are observed : The system insu­ 
lated throughout, so that there is no 
electrical communication with the^earth, 
or from one part of the apparatus to an­ 
other, except thiough the proper conduct­ 
ors, even if the wires should be exposed to 
water; all switches made with IappiDg 
connection, so that no arc can be formed ; 
arc lamps provided with globes closed un­ 
derneath, and the frame so arranged that 
the lower carbon couid uot fall out, even if 
the ciamp failed to hold it securely ; the 
wires of incandescent systems provided 
with a sufficient number of fusible links to 
secure the system against any damage 
from an excess of current. 


The Rev. George 0. Barnes, the Moun­ 
tain Evangelist, recently told a reporter 
that he had within eighteen months anoint­ 
ed with oil 6.000 people and effected about 
600 wonderful cures.

T H E NATURE O F C A T ifiS ff. 


Among the list of chronic diseases which affect 
the human frame, Catarrh is the most prevalent, 
most offensive, most productive of discomfort, and 
moat liable to a variety of dangerous and distress­ 
ing complications.

thus constancy traverses the air-paesages, and with 
all its irritating qualities is conveyed into the deli­ 
cate structure of the lungs, while disease germs of 
every kind may thereby readily find their way di­ 
rectly into the blood and circulation. Ia children 
the consequences are still more disastrous, as it re­ 
tards the development of the lungs and thereby 
stunts their growth, dulls their intellect aud gives 
them a stupid appearance.
